A LARGE number of interesting points 
were treated in the annual report of the 
Hongkong General Chamber of Com- 
merce, aud in the speeches of thé Chair- 
man and of Mr. ‘'.'H. Whitehead at the 
annusl: meeting on the 13th instant. 
Progress is always slow where govern- 
ments ere concerned, for they like to 
be absolutely certain before taking any 
step that they will not have to go back 
again, and the Hongkong and Chinese 
governments are no exception to this 
tule; and all the Chairman could say 
on this head in his opening rémarke 
was: “We cantot’ boast, perhaps, of 
having actually secured any im- 
portant commercial concessions in 
China; but at any rate we havo 
managed to get some matters advanced 
a stage.” He went on to record the 
revival in trade in‘ Hongkong and 
in the value-of local.stocks and shares, 
a revival which has spread to. Shanghai, 
but he lad to deplore the reappearance 
of the bubonic plagae which, in the 
words of the report, “is causing severe 
loss to the general ‘trade of the colony.” 
This is, however, not to be woudered 
at, if Mr. 'T. Jackson is right in saying: 
“There is to doubt the present state of 
Hongkong is a disgrace not only to thé 
Government, buf. to our civilisation.” 
Mr. Ede, again, does not offer a very 
comforting. prospect. to the ratepayers 
of Hongkong, who alresidy pay between 
$8 and$9ahead, against ‘Seren Shang- 
hai, wheni he says : “ Unless some well- 





over-crowding,, to- resume, ley out, and 
rebuild on proper principles at least. the 
worst sections of the town, we shall never 
make any real,. permanent .progress 
towards immunity. from filth-disease.”

Government had not refused the advice 
of Mr. D. Marr Henderson before it was 
originally built, ‘The Chairman men- 
tioned the intended reduction of the 
cost of telegrams to places south of 
Hongkong, aud hoped that a modifica- 
tion of the rates Between China and 
Japan would shortly follow. Unfor- 
tunately this is a monopoly of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Co.; it is monstrous 
that.the rate between Shanghai and 
Nagasaki, under 500 miles, should be 
70 cents a word, while between Shanghai 
and Hongkong, over 800 miles, it is 20 
cents, 


‘The question of the constant breach 
of treaty stipulations with regard to 
trade under transit pass in South China 
was treated somewhat fully, It will be 
remembered that Mr, Jolin Andrew 
took a cargo of piece goods up to 
Wuchou on the West River, under 
transit passes regularly obtained, and 
in complete accordance with treaty 
rights. For some time the proféot of 
Wuchou refused to let the Chinese 
merchants know that they, were at. pore 
fect liberty to buy the goods, and.when 
at length compelled to issue a proolama+ 
tion to this effect, he rendered it nugar 
tory by stating that—although they 
were by treaty fravked to their destinae 
tion by the payment of the transit duty 
—the ordinary duty would be levied 
on the goods after their transference to 
the buyer. Fortunately we have an 
energetic acting Consul at Canton in 
Mr. E. H. Fraser, and the matter has 
been taken up vigorously, Lord Salis- 
bury having assured the Chamber that 
Her Majesty's Government are pressing 
the Chinese Government to carry out 
the spirit of their treaty. obligations. in 
regard to the transit pass system. ‘I'he 
questions of likin and transit passes, 
etc, will never be satisfactorily settled 
until the whole fiscal. system of. China 
is taken in hand. This will become 
pressing when the Maritime Customs 
Kevenue begins to be taken for the . 
service of the recent loans. Already 
wo hear that H.E. Li Hung-chang is to 
try and get the European Powers to 
consent to the-increase of the duties on 
foreign goods from five per cent to eight 
per.cent ad valorem, The request is a 
perfectly reasonable one; if it is accome 
panied by a general reform in Chins’a 
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financial system, and, by sufficient seeur= 
ity that thelimport duty, whatever it 
may be, shall frank foreign goods to their 
destination anywhere in China. But if 
such a reform were granted, we should 
have little hope of its being honestly 
carried out in practice, except under 
foreign supervision ; and the Foreign 
Powers to whom Li appeals should 
refuse any concession to~China’s only 
statesman, unless he. consents to the 
creation of a department of State on the 
Tines. of the Imperial Maritime Customs, 
and international as that service is, for 
the administration of the finances of 
the empire. 

‘She West River is really going to be 
opened, notwithstanding French opposi- 
tion, aud the Chairman hoped that the 
North River, another important water- 
way, would be opened at the same time. 
He also referred to the light dues which 
are still levied in Hongkong, though the 
then Governor gave a pledge that the 
uties should cease when the lighthouse 
was finished. “It is, I am aware,” 
said the Chairman, “a temptation to a 

overnment to coutinue a convenient 
impost, eopecally when its finances are 
not in too flourishing a condition ; but 
when a pledge has been given it ought 
to be punctually aud honourably re 
deemed,” As regards the desirability 
of making and keeping Hongkong an 
absolutely free port, Mr. Whitehead 
made a very apt quotation from no less 
an authority than Sir John Bowring, 
After touching on the importance of 
freeing shipping in Hongkong from 

_ dues of all kinds, the Chairman 
drew attention to Admiral Makaroff’s 
invention, already explained in these 
columns, for mitigating. the effects of 
collisions at sea: and hinted that had 
the Newchwang been provided with 
8 false nose, the loss of life on the 
Onwo might have been reduced, We 
fear, however, that uot even one of 
Admiral Makaroff’s fenders would have 
prevented a vessel like the Onwo from 
sinking as she did. These were the 
main topics of the meeting: one or 
‘two others, not of so much importance, 
were included in the report, the whole 
showing well the energy with which the 
Hongkong, like the Shanghai, Chamber 
is tackling the questions of the day.

cabins, ete. On the bridge a full supply 
of nautical instruments is at hand, whilst 
the ship is, moreover, supplied with full 
gear, tackle, lifeboats, etc.” 

Tae China Muil says:—‘By Manila 
exchanges we learn that a violent typhoon 
visited Iloilo on the night of the 10th 
instant, causing an immense amount of 
‘damage to property. Even houses of sub- 
stantial construction have more or less 
suffered from the effects of the typhoon. 
The celegraph and telephone lines were 
almost completely destroyed. . There were 
little or no accidents to record in the 
harbour, fortunately, owing to the care- 
ful precautions taken by those in charge of 
the vessels, The vortex of the cyclone 
passed over Hoilo about one o'clock on the 





morning of the 11th, the barometer regis. 
tering 74.9mm. (29.49in.)” 

‘Tur following notes are from the Daily 
Press:—Rice is now selling in the famine 
districts of Kuangsi at $10 to $12 a picul. 
Children from two to fourteen years of age 
are _on offer at from $3 to $30, the people 
having now obtained leave to sell them, 
as they must otherwise starve to death.— 
It is reported-in native quarters that the 
wholesale smuggling of arms into China 
From Maceo, which has boen going on by 
junk for the past year or so, continues as 
briskly as ever. “One of the causes is said 
to be that in the.present condition of the 
country every village of any consequence, 
if it wishes to feel any security against, 
being raided by the large armed gangs now 
committing depredations in all directions, 
requires some thirty or forty rifles for its 
defence.—It is useless to appeal to the 
ofticials in connection with these raids, as 
they render no assistance, all their attention 
being taken up in extorting as many dollars 
as possible out of the people in the shape 
of some tax or another. The people have 
consequently to rely on their own re- 
sourees for their defence if they do not 
wish to have the ‘village pawnshop sacked 
and the well-to-do residents compelled, 
under threat of being killed, to deliver up 
any treasure they possess. But the facilities 
the legitimate purchasers of arnis for their 
own defence find for smuggling them into 
the country are unfortunately equally 
availed of by the plundering section, who 
are probably still more alert in the matter. 
Both parties are willing to pay a good 
price for a good weapon. The marauders, 
who are associated in gangs of two and 
three hundred each, have in a number of 
cases that have lately occurred been armed 
with repeating carbines. These armed 
gangs of thieves may yet combine under 
one strong leader to upset the Government. 
If they were to abstain from plunder they 
would not want for support and a strong 
following from the mercantile classes. 

‘Tur China Mail says :—A few days ago, 
we published an extended account of the 
sinking of the ship. Blairmore in San 
Francisco Harbour. {t vill be remembered 
that the vessel was capsized by a cyclonic 
gust of wind, and that an attempt was 
made to rescue certain members of the 
crew who were imprisoned in the over- 
turned vessel by cutting a hole in its side. 
‘The men who attempted, to effect the 
rescue are now sued for causing the vessel 
to sink, The point mised is surely a novel 
one. It is discussed as follows by the San 
Francisco Chronicle:—The defence made 
by James Dickie, of the Union Iron Works, 
from the charge that he sunk the Blairmore 
by cutting a hole in her hull after the 
vessel had capsized, will strike impartial 
persons as a strong one, Mr. Dickie points 
out that jt was his duty to do all that he 
could to save the lives of the imprisoned 
seamen, whose cries he heard, and that the 
only chance to aid them was the one which 
he took. "If it was a desperate chance that 
was the misfortune of the Blairmore’s 
victims and not Mr. Dickie's fault. When 
the hole was cut the ship was resting on 
the mud and could not have been towed 
into shallow water. She did not then sink, 
for she had done that an hour before. 
Indeed, after the hull had been opened the 
yessel only settled from nine to twelve 
inches in the course of seven hours, and 
she shows her keel now at low tide two 
feet above the surface. That the imprisoned 
seamen died, cither from bad air or the 
upward rush of water, was to have been 
expected, but there was a chance of saving 
at least one unfortunate, and this is what 
Mr. Dickie took. Delay would have done 
the men no good, for in that was the peril 
of suffocation by the nauseating fumes of 
the hold. Indeed there was too much 
delay, for the voice of one of the crew 
could be heard within five minutes of the 
time that the hull was penetrated. In any 

















event the main question: doesnot affect 


the circumstances which arose after the 
Blairmore had capsized, What the public, 
wants to know: is ‘where the fault of the 
disaster itself resides. - Who i8 responsible 
for having kept the vessel in the stream 
with insufficient ballast on a day of squalls? 
Tt is to these points that. enquiry should 
first turn, both to fix the responsibility of 
the loss of the ship and of the lives of her 
imprisoned crew. What happened. after- 
ward in the effort to save the lives which 
carelessness or incompetence had doomed. 
is a matter of less consequence.

‘The 
price of bars improved to 31d. on 17th inst., 
ind has not changed since, but the price 
has ‘only been maintained. through the 
recent rise in Indian exchange, which was 
caused by large investment purchases. in 
Londori of rupee paper. In Mexican dollars 
there aro no very recent: transactions to 
report, and quotations are necessarily 
nominal. .

For. the. quarter: ending 31st. March 
“Lioyd’s Register returns show a total of 


eighty-three: warships under construction 
in the United Kingdom, with a displace- 
ment of 312,375 tons. ‘Of these vessels 
fifteen are building in the public yards, 
of course for the Royal Navy. “These 
comprise two battleships at Chatham, one 
at Portsmouth, and one at Pembroke ; 
one: first-class cruiser at Pembroke, two 
second-class cruisers at Chatham, two at 
Portsmouth, and three at Devonport, with 
two third-class cruisers at Sheerness. Of 
the remaining sixty-eight vessels, forty 
nine are building for the British Service, 
and nineteen for foreign Governments, all 
in private yards. 

Proressor Dovoras writes as ‘follows to 
the. Times in reference to the Blackburn 
Commercial Mission to China:— 

“(Sir,—In the reprint of your recent 
Special Correspondent’s letters from China 
(‘The Far Eastern Question’) constant 
reference is made to the necessity which is 
laid upon us, by the changed condition of 
trade in China, of doing our utmost to 
secure the commercial advantages which by. 
tradition and right belong to us in that 
country ; and the writer especially urges 
us to-use every endeavour to make the 
most of the new privileges granted to us 
and to others by the Chinese and Japanese 
treaty. 

«This advice has been eagerly accepted by 
the Blackburn Chamber of Commerce, who 
have inaugurated’ a subscription, which 
now amounts to between £2,000 and £3,000, 
to provide’ sums for the purpose of sending 
out a commercial expedition to China, 
whose duty it will be to report on the state 
of trade in the interior of the country, the 
price of foreign goods in the native markets, 
the kinds of goods in demand, and the 
wroducts and capabilities for trade of the 















inland districts. 

“We have heard much lately from official 
Speakers of the fuct that the power of Eng- 
land was built up by individual enterprise. 
‘The expedition of which I speak is another 
instance of individual enterprise. So far 
no assistance has been asked from the 
Government, and noné has been given. 
But a point has now been reached when that 
modictin of official support which is necess- 
ary to the success of the expedition should 
be confidently asked for and promptly 
granted. The difficulties of travel in the 
interior of China are confessedly great, 
the language to all but a chosen few is 
unspeakable, and there is abundance of 
mandarinic hostility to be encountered. In 
these circumstances it is absolutely essential, 
if the expedition is not to prove a failure, 
that the Foreign Office should supplement 
the efforts of the Blackburn Chamber of 
Commeres by giving it tangible support, 
and by appointing a member of the Consu- 
lar Service in China to accompany the ex: 

edition on its travels. There should be no 

‘ificulty in doing this. No international 
complications are likely to arise out of it, 
and it would after all be but a partial return 
for what commerce has done for diplomacy 
in China. ‘The diplomatic pre-eminence 
enjoyed for so yay, years by the British 
representative in China was due to the 
pre-eminence of British commerce, and it 
‘will be but a small return for favours re- 
ceived to give support now to an under- 
taking. which has for its object the further 
promotion of British trade in the Far East.” 

‘Messrs. S. W. Roysi & Co., report as 
follows on Metals, under date Manchester, 
the 25th of April :— 

“The present position in the Pig Iron 
trade is somewhat peculiar. The ship- 
ments from Glasgow and Middlesbrough 
‘during this month are satisfactory; the 
consumptive demand for Pig Iron is good, 
and makers are well supplied with. orders 
for. some time ahead, and are not anxious 
about selling.

The total British capital in- 
vested in all kinds of property comes out 
at £80,000,000, of which sum £20,000,000 
is invested in the Witwatersrand gold 
mines. A careful calculation places ‘the 
gross capital of the Boers at £20,000,000, 
Tess mortgages to the amount of £7,000,000, 
leaving the net wealth of the subjects of 
the Republic invested in the country at 
£13,000,000.. The figures in both cases 
have been prepared with the greatest care, 
‘and they may be accepted as reliable. 

‘A New York paper says :—Col. Ludlow, 
military attaché of the United States em- 
bassy in London, who recently made a visit 
of inspection to the Manchester and other 
canals, has told an interviewer that he had 
no doubt of the ultimate success of the 
Manchester Ship Canal, though time will 
be required to develop it. Ho said that 
nothing of the kind ever proved a success 
at first. Evon the Suez Canal when 
it was first opened was not a success. 
It might be years before the Manchester 
Canal would ‘develop its full capacity, but 
it would certainly achieve all that was ex- 
pected of it. As the public considered that 























the canal was an absolute failure and its 
future prosperity impossi \llow’s 
assurance is received ing by 


those interested, and will reatly enhance 
the chances of a new canal loan.

THE QUEEN’S BIRTHDAY. 
25th May. 

‘Yesterpay was the seventy-seventh 
anniversary of the birth of Queen 
Victoria, Her Majesty, having been born 
on the 24th of May, 1819, and com- 
mencing to reign on the 20th of June, 
1837. Only one other British sovereign 
has lived to her age, or occupied 
the throne for as long, that being 
George the Third, who died at the age 
of eighty-two after reigning—with a 
Regency for nine years—fifty-nine 
‘years. It is fitting therefore that such 
an occasion should not be allowed to 
ass without the joyful felicitations of 
her subjects in the most distant parts 
ef the world, and readers will be glad 
to know that yesterday the following 
telegram was despatched from Shanghai: 


“QUEEN VICTORIA, WINDSOR. 


“ British residents Shanghai send re- 
spectful heartfelt congratulations Her 
Majesty's seventy-seventh anniversary.” 


‘The sentiments which dictated the 
message will be appreciated hy those 
who do not owe Ter allegiance, for 
whilst through all the political conflicts 
which have been fought in England 
Her Majesty has uninterruptedly com- 
manded the love and loyalty of her 
own people by her impartiality and 
reliance upon their wisdom, she has, 
whatever may have the official dif- 
ferences between her State and others, 
wou respect and admiration for her 
personality from her fellow sovereigns 
and their peoples. Her ability and 
tact as a ruler are evidenced by the 
homogeneity of the wonderful and mag- 
nificent empire which looks up to her 
as Queen Empress ; her virtues as a wife 
and mother, and the possession of all 
those qualities which go to make a 
thoroughly good woman are certified to 
by the sincerity with which her subjects 
have entered into the joys and sorrows 
which have brightened or shadowed her 
life. It is impossible to read without 
a responsive thrill the letters to her 
people—speaking the lauguage of a 
true woman’s heart—in which she has 
acknowledged their sympathy at. times 
of national sorrow ; whilst the purity of 
her Court, when one recalls the state to 
which it had sunk under some of her pre- 
decessors, has been a powerful influence 
in raising the standard of morality 
throughout her dominions. ‘The longer 
she reigns the deeper does the attach- 
ment of her people to their Soveriegu 
become, for they justly feel that at no 
time had England greater cause to be 
proud of the occupant of the Throne. ‘To 
Her Most Gracious Majesty then, on 
behalf of the British residents in China, 
we venture to offer the most sincere 
and respectful congratulations joined 
to the hope that for many years she 
may still be'spared to rule over « happy, 
prosperous, and united people. God 
gave the Queen !

“POLLY” WATER AND THE 
DICTIONARY OF NATIONAL 
BIOGRAPHY. 
26th May. 

Poverty makes strange bedfellows, but 
it is open to doubt if the exigencies of 
modera commerce do not bring about 
far more curious associations even than 
indigence. Few among the millions 
who quaff their Apollinaris suspect 
that -in so doing they are advancing 
the fortunes of the greatest venture in 
the history of English letters, but such 
is the case. Mr. George Smith, the 
senior partner of the well-known pub: 
lishing firm of Smitb, Elder & Co., 
was ona Rhine steamer some twenty 
odd years ago, when his attention was 
drawn by the casual remark of a fellow- 
passenger to the virtues of an almost 
unknown spring in a neighbouring 
village ; Mr. Smith visited the place, 
formed a prescient view of the capa- 
bilities of the water, bought the spring, 
developed it, and so laid the foundations 
ofa noble fortune. Apollinaris, or as 
it is affectionately called “Polly” water, 
thanks to Mr. Smith’s business aptitude 
is now of world-wide fame and like good 
wine needs no bush; to us in the 
East especially it came as a boon 
and a Blessing, promoting sobriety and 
conferring stimulus and comfort. But 
all this is by the way. Mr. Smith 
although the proprietor of a colossal 
fortune remained staunchly faithful to 
his proper profession of book publishing. 
This is only what might have been ex- 
pected from the friend and publisher of 
Ruskin, Charlotte Bronté,Thackeray,and 
Browning, to say nothing of many great 
living writers. He had long been at- 
tracted by the idea “of producing a 
work which would be useful for all time, 
which might compete with or even 
surpass similar works then being proda- 
duced on the continent of Europe”— 
by the aid of the national treasuries 
and under the direct auspices of the 
State, we may add,—viz., an ency- 
clopedic work on National Biography. 
Allying himself with Mr. Leslie Stephen 
and so assuring the literary suc- 
cess of the undertaking, he began the 
huge venture. ‘I'bere were no flourishes 
on the trumpet, no puffery, and very 
little advertising ; it was quietly inti- 
mated that one volume would appear 
quarterly, at fifteen shillings net, until 
the work was finished. Never did a 
really great thing come to the birth 
with so little fuss. For a period of 
neatly twelve years has the work gone 
steadily on: Vol. XLVI, dealing with 





names included between ‘Poo’ and ‘Puc, 


is ‘the last to: hatid ; up to date-some 
eighteen thousand lives have “been 
treated in twenty-one thousand double- 
columned royal quarto pages. : 
The work is going straight on:to. a 
triumphant conclusion, Mr. Smith 
having made arrangements for all con- 
tingeucies. _It..is whispered” among 
those. who: should best know that he 
has spent £100,000 on the under- 
taking, over and above. the large 
receipts on ‘current sales. There. is 
no doubt that his firm will ultimate- 
ly be recouped for this enormous 
outlay, but in the meantime it is dis- 
couraging to learn that the sales, though 
steadily increasing, are not as large as 
the literaty excelleuce. of the work and 
the splendour of the enterprise deserve. 
The Dictionary has already become the 
criterion of accuracy and the -model of 
a chaste condensed style new to bio- 
graphy aid welcome in the literature 
of reference. “The amiable Dr. Jessop 
has told us how he was severely cen- 
sured by the editor for remarking of 
Queen Mary that “ the end ‘had come,” 
when he meant that she had died. We 
are not to infer from this that-style 
has been. ignored ot even relegated. to 
an inferior position. This would .be 
almost an impossibility considering that 
the greatest living imasters‘of style.are 
“on” the Dictionary. Many of the miono= 
graphs are indeed models of clear con- 
cise narration, notably those of the 
accomplished editor, Mr. Stephen: If 
a reader will’ turn up the -lives of 
Addison, Byron, Coleridge, Defoo, 
Johnson, or Milton by that gentleman 
he will soon be convinced that con- 
summate grace and beauty can ba 
harmonised with Spartan simplicity. 
‘The work is almost, useless to racon- 
teurs ; levity except.in the. case of 
charlatans and professed wits has no 
part in the Dictionary ; being primarily 
meant for a standard work of reference 
its tone is entirely judicial and never 
consciously foreusic. No: briefs. aro 
held in its pages; men and women 
round whose’ memories faction and 
passion haye surged: for centuries’ are 
brought into a Court where the dry light 
of reason and calm judgment: prevail; 
Comparative greatness is also taken into 
account; we do not find. a, modern 
usurping the space due to a greater man. 
of the last century ; ‘the time factor of 
fame is discounted. Great attention 
has also bee given to general consis, 
tency; we-do not find two enthusiasts 
indulging in the hero-worship of two in- 
compatiblecharacters. ‘I'he fair-minded 
reader of Charles I is not met; by lat 
contradiction when he turns,,to.Crom- 
well. The editors. have - been both 
catholic aud discriminating. If we 
were asked to. sum up the work .we 
should call.it the very best brand.,of 
literary. Liebig ever put. on, the: market, 
the: perfection of epitome, hack work én 
excelsis. : us 
Quite recently. Mr.: Sidney; Lee,, Mr. 
Stephen’s ‘successor in the editorship, 
has been lectiiring on “National Biogta- 








phy,” and has supplied some interesting 
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figures on the subject. Counting from 
the year 900 ‘AD. in our annals, Mr. 
Lee thinks that thirty thousand men 
and women have proved: worthy of 
national commemoration, ic. they 
have complied with, Aristotle’s canon— 
they have at, least done one action 
that is serious, complete, and of a 
certain magnitude—one in every ten 
thousand born rises to this honow 
adults one in five thousand. 
averages during the last three centuries 
have been one in 6,250, one in 6,000, 
one in 4,000, from which it will be seen 
that our ontput of eminent folk is in- 
creasing. Mr. Lee ascribes this to the 
greater opportunities of modern life and 
to the increasing complexity of our 
society ; engineering and the arts give 
indefinite chances of distinction in 
spheres formerly inaccessible. In Lon; 
don at the present moment there are 
six hundred: who will deserve a place 
in some future edition of Mr. Smith’s 
literary Valhalla, and, tell it not in Gath, 
only twenty of these are women. 

Perhaps the most astounding thing in 
connection with the Dictionary remains 
to be mentioned. Accuracy was to be 
expected from the army of high-class 
and highly paid experts on the staff;

honest intention » bibliography is ap- 
pended to every life; but, notwithstand- 

“ing all this, errors have crept in. An 
unknown correspondent regularly sends 
to Notes and Queries every quarter 
a long list of emendations. 'I'his critic, 
unknown as Ruceubah, is the greatest 
curiosity of our modern literature and 
is as remarkable for -his modesty as 
for his monstrous diligence and univer- 
sality. Like a sleuth-hound he tracks 
each specialist over his chosen gronud 
and exposes even microscopic mistakes. 
‘The management of the Dictionary has 
expressed its decision to embody his cor- 
rections in future editions or appendices. 

But enough. Mr. Smith in raising to 
our illustrious dead a-collective monu- 
ment more lasting than brass,has proved 
himself one of the greatest literary 
benefactors of our time; the Dictionary, 
to ‘use his own words, is a work likely 
“to be valued aud adtmired as long as 
the English language and literature 
exist.” It is extremely unlikely that 
the Queen’s Government will rise to 
the adequate appreciation of the 
national service Mr. Smith has rendered. 
Official England has lost all sense of 
spiritual vision in regarding social and 
literary beneficence ; but, no matter!

THE ASTATIC QUARTERLY

Tue April issue of the Imperial and 
Asiatic Quarterly Review opens with 
six articles on the recent Anglo-French 
Convention with reference to Siam. 
With the aid of this multiplicity of 
councillors we ought to be able to 
make up our minds as to the value 
of the Convention to England, France, 
China, and Siam. 

‘The opening paper is by General Sir 
HN. D Brendetae ton, v0, The 
title of his paper is “Prance and Siam,” 
and he begins with a slight sketch of 
early French relations with Indo-China, 
a subject which has been more fully 
treated in Mr. Gundry’s China and 
her Neighbours. General Prendergast 
goes on to predict that France will soon 
definitely annex the large slice of Siam 
which Lord Salisbury has assigned to 
her as her sphere of influence. It is 
only 80,000 square miles, “and the 
intention of France to pursue this course 
is sufficiently indicated by the continued 
occupation of Chantaboon by French 
troops.” Lord Salisbury and Mr. Cur- 
zon have done their best to depreciate 
the commercial importance of this east- 
ern portion of Siam; but it includes 
Khorat, to which the Siamese are build- 
ing a railway from Bangkok, as it is the 
centre for the trade of all north-eastera 
Siam, M..de Lanessan has always 
urged that the project of constructing 
the Bangkok-Khorat railway should be 
thwarted by every possible means ; the 
French object being to divert ‘the 
trade of Khorat to some French port 
to the east of Bangkok, and this 
will, of course, now be done. General 
Prendergast quotes M. de Lanessan 
to prove the value of the Great 
Lake and the provinces of Angkor 
and Battambong, which the convention 
throws into Prance’s lap. “Francehaving 
a definite forward policy appears as the 
prominent party to the declaration of 
1896, she has virtually secured a vast 
territory and has adopted Siam as a 
buffer between French Indo-China and 
Burma; she has gained possession of 
Mongsin and of two districts of China 
and has done much to strengthen her 
own mercatitile position and to exclude 
England from access through Burma 
to Yunnan. The policy of France was 
indicated by the writings of explorers 
and others at earlier dates and was 
clearly set forth by M. de Lanessan in 
1886, and Great Britain has looked on 
at the rapid expansion of France with- 
out making any serious effort to inter- 
fere ; she has deliberately allowed port

Mankmein to Zimmé, and rapidly 
complete the line from Mandalay to 
Kuniong Ferry; and if we get 
the West River opened to British 
trade, as well as the Yangtze right up 
to Yunnan ; if we do all this, “ British 
mercantile interests will be well served, 
and it may be predicted that England, 
France, Siam, and China will all benefit 
by the declaration of 1896.” The 
General concludes with a truism, which 
we wish our Foreign Office would take 
to heart. “Russia has shown the 
advantage of a fixed policy in Asia by 
extending her borders from ‘the North 
and West. France has’ realised the 
profit of a fixed forward policy ia 
Indo-China, ‘The inaction of China 
has resulted in defeat and loss of 
territory. It seems absolutely necessary 
that England too shall have a fixed 
policy in the Far East.” 

"The second paper is headed “Tho 
Mekorg-Menam arrangement,” and is 
by Major-General A. R. McMahon. He 
begins by remarking that he recom- 
mended on the Ist of January, a 
fortnight before the Convention” was 
signed, that with the view of saving 
Slam, she should be converted into a 
buffer between England and France, and 
made the Belgium of the East. He also 
gives a slight sketch of early French 
relations with Siam, He appears to 
approve of the Convention because 
while it relieves Siam sooner or later of 
two-thirds of her territory, it guaran- 
tees to her the remaining third, the 
argument apparently being that one- 
third guaranteed is better than three- 
thirds held precariously. He gives 
a long quotation from Lord Salis- 
bury’s explanatory letter accompanying 
the convention, with which we have 
already dealt, and winds up by saying : 
“T fully endorse the hope entertained 
by Her Majesty’s Government which is 
referred to in his Lordship’s concluding 
paragraph, and also believe that a 
preponderance of favourable opiaion 
should be allotted to a settlement so 
admirable, which among other desirable 
things, gives promise of the opening out 
of Yunnan, said by experts to be tho 
“richest untapped market in the world.” 
Gen, MacMahon’s paper is on the 
whole what we might expect fom = man 
who can gravely repeat such nonsense 
about such a poor province as Yuanan, 

‘The third paper, and this is the last 
we have space to deal with this :morn- 
ing, is by a man who at any rate knows 
his subject, Mr. W. A. Pickering, cata. 
It is headed “The Mekong ‘I'reaty 
and the Malay Peninsula,” and Mr. 
Pickering begins by showing how 
slow we have been to extend our pro- 
tectorate over the Malay States, while 
other nations are in the habit of accus- 
ing us of maintaining a constant policy 
of “grab.” He points out that while the 
Siamese portion of the Malay Peninsula 
is now acknowledged by France to be 
within our sphere of influence, he “can- 
not see that France has guaranteed to 
act with us in case any other European 





Power should choose to take advantage 
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of our meekness and try to establish 
itseli—on the Isthmus of Kra, for 
instance.” As soon as Germany absorbs 
Holland, Great Britain in the East and 
Far East will be hemmed in by Russia 
on the north and west, by France on the 
east, and by Germany on the south-east 
aud south-west. We must be ready, too, 
to assert ourselves when China comes 
to be partitioned. It is to be feared 
that while we have got rid of Lord 
Rosebery’s “ buffer State” by ‘the new 
convention, we have created a greater 
evil by converting Siam into a buffer. 
“‘The Kingdom of Siam can never stand 
loug by itself, as the Government is hope- 
lessly corrupt aud effete.” We must be 
ready to draw our new frontier line onr- 
selves, and to stick to it against any and 
all opposition, “There can be no per- 
manent and cordial agreement between 
Russia, France, and Great Britain in 
Asia, until our sentry-boxes on the 
various frontiers stand back-to-back, 
and our officers and men fraternise in 
their messes and canteens, while our 
Ministers at home negotiate fnce-to- 
face, without the ‘intervention of semi- 
barbarous Mahommedan or Buddhist 
Kinglets.”

‘Cue fourth article in the series on the 
Anglo-French Convention of the 15th 
of January last is by Muang Thai, and 
is headed “The Future of Siam from 
a Siamese Standpoint.” The writer is

tion, because he is sure that France has 
no arridre pensée, and that she has no 
intention of annexing the eastern part 
of Siam which the convention recognises 
as being within France’s sphere of in- 
fluence, He begius by recalling the 
events which led up to the ‘I'reaty of 
1893 between France and Siam. In 
1888 the province and town of Luang 
Prabang were formally recognised by 
France as Siamese, but they are 
now French, ‘There is no question 
about Chantaboon being Siamese, but 
it is occupied to this day by French 
troops. ‘The French pioneer Garnier 
placed the boundary between Annam 
and Siam about half-way between the 
Mekong and the highest ridges of 
Anoamite Apennines running parallel 
with the Gulf of Tongking, and as a 
matter of fact for at least half a century 
the Annamites have confined them- 
selves to the eastern slopes of their 
mountain: This did not prevent 
France insisting oo makiug the Mekong 
the boundary of Annam and stipulating 
that Siam should have no troops in a 
strip 15 miles wide on the west bank 
of the Mekong, ackuowledged to be 
Siamese territory, and in the provinces 
of Battambang and Siam Reap (Angkor), 
which are also formally acknowledged to 
be Siamese. Siam also is not allowed to 
have any gunboats on the Mekong. All 
these things prove to Muang Thai that 
neither France nor Eugland will annex 
any of the country which they have 
acknowledged to each other, without 
asking Siam's approval, to be within 
their respective spheres of influence; 





for “that two overwhelmingly strong 
Powers should filch from a weak one 
with whom they are on friendly terms, 
large portions of her territory, would be 
a disgrace in the eyes of all honest 
men, and a gross violation of Interna- 
tional Law. It would be all the more 
indefensible because Siam has been no 
party to this ‘Declaration.’” In fact, 
Muang ‘Thai professes his satisfac- 
tion with the declaration, because by 
it Bangkok and the valley of the 
‘Menam are effectually guaranteed, and 
both Lord Salisbury and M. Berthelot 
have declared that the rest of Siam is 
in just the same situation as it was 
before the declaration was made. 
Nothing remains now for Siam to do 
but to undertake vigorous measures of 
interval reform, and encourage trade 
with every European country. In a 
note the Editor of the Review quotes 
the treaty of 1867 between Siam and 
France, in which France pledged her- 
self not to take possession of Cambodia, 
and undertook that the provinces of Bat- 
tambang and Siam Reap should remain 
part of the Kingdom of Siam. “‘l'o 
violate or to ignore this Treaty,” says 
the Editor, “would be an act of high- 
handed aggression by a strong Power 
against a weaker one, utterly unworthy 
of the best traditions of French policy, 
and of the policy of her leading states 
men, which has been so frequently 
explained as the preservation of the 
independence and the integrity of Siam.” 
‘The article which follows, by Baron 
‘Textor de Ravisi, is headed “ ‘Ihe Con- 
vention of 15th January, 1896.” The 
writer gives us a French view, which is, 
that the convention is entirely one- 
sided. Frauce gets nothing but Angkor 
and Battambang, and these bave always 
really belonged to Cambodia which is 
French, while England marches off with 
the great and rich Malay Peninsula in 
her pocket, ‘The convention deals two 
great blows atFrance. By making France 
join England in guaranteeing the in- 
tegrity of Bangkok and the Mena 
Valley, it prevents France putting pre- 
sure on Bangkok to ensure the restitu- 
tion of Angkor and Battambang to 
Cambodia, and it builds a wall against 
France's legitimate expansion westward. 
On the other hand, England gets the 
Malay Peninsula, which is “the key of 
the Far East. In‘Europe a portion of 
our fleet can avoid Gilbraltar, whereas 
in Asia they must pass throngh the 
waters of Singapore. ‘The Isthnaus of 
Kra, the piercing of which would have 
so much shortened our route to 
Saigon and Haiphong and would have 
enabled us to avoid English waters, 
has been officially withdrawn from 
French influence.” And the Baron 
concludes with the expression of the 
conviction that the convention will 
oly have adjourned the Anglo-French 
difficulties in Indo-China, uuless Eng- 
land gives up the protection of the 
Chinese in Siam, and helps France to 
Pierce the Isthmus of Kra, to be 
rigorously neutralised, so that it may 
equally serve to the commerce aiid 











defence of the Colonies of two allies 
who ought to rule the Far East on a 
footing of equality, 

In “The Siam Agreement and the 
Indian Goverument” the Editor sums up 
the discussion. Siam, he says, is the only 
country that gets any tangible advantage 
out of the convention. Siam proper— 
that is to say the Siam occupied by 
the Siamese—is mutually guaranteed ; 
the remaining two parts she will lose 
if she does not govern them wisely. 
As to the territory given over to French 
influence, it is quite valueless, It can~ 
not become rich; it is absolutely no 
use as a trade route, and its adminis- 
tration will materially swell the French 
Golonial budget. “On the whole,” the 
Editor concludes, “ the settlement may 
be looked upon as a satisfactory one, if 
only for the reason that none of the 
parties have aright to exult, Whether 
it will be permanently satisfactory de- 
pends mostly on Siam and, in a lesser 
degree, on the good faith of Frauce 
in regard to the stipulations of the 
‘Treaty and Convention with Siam of 
October, 1893.” 

Really we conclude that LordSalisbury 
has done well for England in getting 
France to agree to this declaration, or 
convention. It will be decades if not 
conturies before the eastern strip which 
is made France’s sphere becomes of any 
commercial value, while France has 
undertaken not to interfere again with 
Bangkok and the valley of the Menam 
where we have 95 per cent of the trade ; 
and we have the right of pre-emption of 
the Siamese territory lying between 
Burma and onr protectorate on the 
Malay Peninsula, It would have been 
awkward if France had got a concession 
to make acanal through the Isthmus 
of Kra, and there is now no fear of this. 
It is then a satisfactory convention, 
after all.

Arter the articles on the Siam De- 
claration come a number of papers on 
African, Colonial, and Indian subjects, 
which are not of immediate interest 
tous in China; but in the “Corres- 
pondence, Notes, News, etc.,” there are 
some short articles which distinctly 
deserve a notice. One of these is a note 
by Mr. W. W. Rockhill, dated the 15th 
of January last, on ‘he Dungan 
Rebellion and the Mahommedaus in 
China,” based on two visits paid by Mr. 
Rockhill to the scene of the rebellion, 
“North-western Kansn,” he tells us, 
“was naturally, from its contiguity to 
‘Turkestan, the first part of China proper 
to be occupied by Turkish peoples. His- 
tory tells us that in the Sth century, a.v., 
a large band of Turkomans came to 
Kansu to assist the Chinese in sup- 
pressing the rebellion of An-Lu-shan, 
‘Tradition adds that when, after many 
years of such work, the time came for 
them to return to their native land, 
few were willing to go, for most of 
them had taken native wives and 
preferred remaining in China, Ques- 
tioned by their chief, Seid Wakhad, 
whether they would go back with him, 
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they replied turgan, ‘we stay behind,— 
and so they became known as the 
‘Targani, a word which in process of 
time has become corrupted into the 
present form Tungani or Dungan.” Mr. 
Rockhill adds that there are other 
explanations of the origin of the name 
Dungan, the most satisfactory being 
one which derives it from a ‘Turki word 
meaning “a convert.” 

hese and other Turki tribes are 
settled along the western border of 
Kansu, principally in the prefectures of 
Hochou, ‘l'itao, and Hsining. In 1870 
there was a migration ofSalac'Tarkomans 
intoChina. ‘They settled along the Yellow 
River, between Kueité on the extreme 
west and Hochou, They have kept 
themselves to themselves much more 
than the Dungans, and now number 
some fifty thousand souls. ‘They 
have frequently risen against the 
Chitiese, “The present revolt,” says Mr. 
Rockhill, “broke out at Haicheng, a 
small walled place abont forty miles 
north of Lanchoufa and just within 
the Great Wall, but it soon spread 
westward, and first assumed dangerous 
proportions in the western section of 
the Salar conutry, ‘he Ahons or priests 
were at the bottom of it, as they were 
of the rebellion in the same country in 
1861; but in 1895, as in 1861, the 
Salar were in all likelihood goaded to 
desperation by the exactions of the 
Chinese officials ;” and Mr. Rockhill 
goes on to give some particulars of 
Chinese oppression, and the disabilities 
under which the Mahommedans labour. 
He points out that they have never 
tried to set up an independent State ; 
and he expects the rebellion to end iu 
the usual way—while our Sheusi corres- 
pondent. expects it to end as soon as 
Peking gets tired of sending money to 
the front. Mr. Rockhill concludes by 
saying: “There will be years of de- 
sultory warfare, horrible barbarities, 
terrible loss of life—not on the battle- 
field but on the execution grounds, 
—and finally the country of the Kausu 
Mahommedans will resume its normal 
condition. In that condition, as I have 
seen it, it is a land of uatrow valleys 
and bare mountains covered with ruins 
of houses, fallow fields, tumble-down 
villages, balf-deserted towns, a tempo- 
rarily cowed people unable for the 
most part to earn a livelihood, men 
pleasant to speak to, kind-hearted, hot- 
headed and honest withal, talking much 
of Islam and hoping against hope for 
better days, The best friends I have in 
China are among the Dungans of Kansu. 
Together with some of them I have 
wandered through the deserts of the 
‘'saidam and of ‘'ibet, and I have had 
but praise to give them; and I now 
feel deep sorrow for their present mis- 
fortunes, a feeling intensified by the 
thought of the merciless way in which 
the Chinese will probably repress their 
uprising.” ‘The personal experience of 
men like Mr. Rockhill gives us 2 know- 
ledge of the meu of the far west of 
China, which is a very valuable addition 
to what we read of them in the Peking 











Gazette. In Kansu, as almost every- 
where in Chiva, rebellion is the con- 
sequence of crnel and heartless mis- 
government ; and there seems no hope 
of better government until either these 
rebellions have crystallised into a 
revolution, or England, with or without 
the co-operation of other Powers, has 
assumed the government of the country. 
If Bugland did it, the country would 
be thrown open equally to the whole 
world. 

Mr. Rockhil’s paper is followed by a 
reprint of some very interesting remarks 
made by Dr. R. N. Cust at the last 
meeting of the British Association on 
the “Treatment of ‘ Natives.” Dr. 
Cust’s remarks are a “protest against 
the attempt to uproot the ancient 
Oriental civilisation of races which come 
under the influence of European Powers, 
and to destroy their ancestral customs 
and manners of social life, in all matters 
which are not contrary to the principles 
of moral Jaw.” He instances the efforts 
to induce them to wear European 
clothes, when their own are so much 
more graceful and dignified; or to 





reform their marriage laws, when the 
rapid increase of popnlation proves 
“What 


the suitability of these laws. 
possible advantage, 

from an Associntion composed of male 
and female «residents in a different 
country, attempting to control a vast 
Oriental population, erying out, ‘You 
must not eat or smoke opinm; you 
must not drink alcohol?’ etc. He 
approves the wise course taken by the 
Indian government, which interferes 
with no customs, religious or otherwise, 
that are not contrary to morality. He 
depreeates in China the erection of 












missionary buildings overshadowing the | Gh 


native buildings ; and most old residents, 
whether missionaries or laymen, will 
agree with him when he says :— 

“The conclusion I have come to after 
fifty years of experience, wide reading, 
and careful consideration is summed up 
in the few words:—‘Leave the people 
of Oriental countries alone.’ Maintain 
a firm, impartial criminal and_ civil 
court of justice, with no prejudice 
against, or favour for, the black, white, 
red, or yellow skin; free locomotion, 
free right of asscmbly, free religion, free 
trade, free press (subject to the same 
limitation as in England), opposition to 
old women's fads, aud the gushy sugges- 
tions of impertinent intruders into the 
domestic habits of a nation many 
centuries older, and very much more 
numerous, than onr own. Customs and 
the salient features of civilisation will 
gradually modify. Respect for human 
life, and respect for rights of property 
and the liberty of the person, create a 
social environment totally unknown be- 
fore ; we do not waut the great races of 
India, and China, and the extreme 
Orient, or the barbarian races of Africa, 
south of the Equator to be trimmed to 
the model—intellectual and social—of 
the middle classes of England. ‘They 
are free from some of the vices of 
British civilisation, and possess some 





virtues which we fail to attain ; although 
they have compensating vices of their 
own, the result of ignorance, oppression, 
and isolation from contact with other 
nations. Leave them alone to tread 
their own path, and develop their own 
social idiosyneracies under a realm of 
impartial and absolute law.” 

As we have remarked before, the 
Asiatic Quarterly Review is a most 
valuable treasury of information for all 
who take an interest in Things Oriental, 
and Colonial.

THE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS. 
(FoR THE WEEK ENDING THE ITTH OF 
APRIL.) 


Ove of the most interesting things in the 
papers before us is the account by the well- 
informed London corresyondent of the 
Manchester Guardian, an account based on. 
an official record, of the cunning way in 
which H.E. Li Hung-chang tried to get 
back the Liaotung Peninsula from Japan 
without paying any compensation. It ap- 
pears that when the Japanese first agreed 
to give up the Peninsula, they thought that 
France, Russia, and Germany only meant 
them not to hold it permanently, but they 
might hold it until all arrangements as to 
indemnity, etc. were made with China. 
‘They were soon undeceived, however, and 
they were also told that the Three Powers 
could not allow Japan to exactany excessive 
indemnity from China, At this juncture 
tho Japanese Consul arrived at ‘Tientsin, 
and Li at once sent a message to him to say 
that Peking was in Russia's power, and 
that China’s only real friend was Japan, 
and she must show herself kind to her 
fallen foe, and he asked that this messago 
should be transmitted to Tokio. 

Within a fow days of this message (which 
was taken to the Japanese Consul by Ng 
joy, once a magistrate in Hongkong, an 
English barrister, and now English secretary 
to Li) Li himself was summoned to Peking, 
and on the eve of his departure he asked 
the Consul to telegraph for him to the Japanese 
Prime Minister to the effect that he (Li) had 
signed the Shimonoseki Treaty in tho belief 
that he was serving the best interests of peaco 
between the two countries, that he was 
loudly blamed by his own countrymen for it, 
that his aged shoulders were too weak for 
this great responsibility, and that now he 
implored Japan, in consideration of his good 
motives at that time, to lighten the heavy 
burden pressing down his aged frame ‘in con 
nection with the matter now under considera 
tion”—meaning the Liaotung promontory 
indemnity. BeforeL.i got to Peking the Teunglt 
Yamén mentioned the matter to the Japanese 
Minister, who had then arrived at his post, and 
su; that the three Powers ought now to 
vedopeed from the question, which should be 
settled by China and Japan alone. The 
‘Yamén thereupon suggested that the cession 
should be made by Japan without extra in- 
demnity, in return for which China would 
give her eternal gratitude and alliance, and 
would allow Japan to build a railway from 
Peking to Tientsin, The Japanese Minister 
was inclined to favour this plan in order to 
get rid of European interference, but his in- 
structions did not admit of his consent being 

iven, and he referred the matter to Tokio. 

ile this was going on in Peking the three 
foreign representatives again approached the 
Japanese, and offered, if their proposition was 











reasonable, to endeavour to induce the Chi- 
nese to accept it. Hereupon the Japanese 
Government, distrusting the Chinese sugges. 
tion, made up their minds to settle first 
with the three Powers, and leave the Intter 
to oblige the Chinese to acquiesce. At the 
same time the. three Powers—France taking 
the part in this incident—asked for a 
declaration that Japan would never cede 
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Formosa or the Pescadores to any other 
Power, Japan assented, and su; fifty 
‘million taels as the additional indemnity for 
the retrocession of the promontory. Ger- 
many to this, but Russia, supported 
by France, objected, and finally thirty mil- 
Tions was the sum suggested and accepted.

The same correspondent has a note on 
the subject of our relations with Russia in 
the Far East. He say: 


I am told that our relations with Russia 
are steadily improving in a quict and un- 
ostentatious way. The position of Russia in 
Cores is well understood. by the British 
Government, and creates no uneasiness what- 
ever. Lord Salisbury is satisfied that Russia 
harhours no. designs against Corean in- 
dependence, but, on the contrary, desires to 
see Corea independent. While on’ this topi 
I may mention that the finances of Corea have 
hecn pliced under the control of an English- 
man, Mr. M’Leavy Brown, of the Chinese 
Customsservice. Mr, Brown was at one time 
in the consular service in China, More than 
twenty years age he was attached toa Chinese 
mission to Burope under Mr. Burlinghame 
(previously United States Minister at Peking) 
which created some stir in the West at the 























timo, Subsequently he joined the Chinese 
Customs, Thus the finances of Corea, Siam, 
and Egypt are now all wuder the control of 
Englishmen. Mr. Brown is known to be a 
‘man of great ability, and his relegation while 
in the Chineso service to remote and un- 
important. posts has always been a mystery 
save to those who understand something of 
What passes behind the seenes in Peking. 


‘The question of the maintenance of the 
‘Triple Alliance occupies a good deal of 
space in the papers. There is no doubt 
that it remains in force. ‘The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Times telegraphs :— 


‘Yhe following authentic facts dispose of all 
the vague and wandering rumours current 
within the last few days concerning the re- 
newal of the Triple Alliance. ‘The two 
soparate treaties which bind Italy to Austria 
‘on the one hand and to Germany on the other, 
which were concluded in May, 1882, for a 
period of five years, are renewable in virtue of 
an automatic system—that is to say, unless 
they are denounced by one of the ‘parties 
goncerned they are renewed ipso facto every 
five years.

A further prolongation is 
certain, ‘The Austro-German enente which 
practically forms the basis of the Triple 
‘Alliance, is, however, entirely independent of 
the two separate treaties with Italy. Tt is 
binding for an indefinite period, and % 
quently not subject to periodical renewal. 

‘The Paris correspondent of the same paper 
has reason to think that the Emperor's 
journey may be looked upon as a species of 
demonstration intended to show that the 
‘Triple Alliance had been in no way weakened 
by the Italian disaster in Africa.

Evacuation in the near future, a8 
far as we can see at present, means, then, 
anarchy followed by reocoupation, plus a risk 
of war amounting almost to a certainty. 
Under such circumstances, who’ can doubt 
that it is safer to remain’ as we are, and to 
indulge in no delusions as to evacuation, In 
truth, we can no more evacuate Egypt than. 

Both Powers 
went meaning to come away, and neither 
Power now finds it possible to do as she 
intended.

it will be ditcoverod that nothing. was 
settled at Venice, and that no new history 
hha’ been mado at. Vienna. Tt no doubt. re- 
mains true that there is such a thing as the 
Triple Alliancey'and. it is probable enough 
that, if England could be induced formally to 
enter: it, the Italians would make up their 
minds ab once to renew their own allegiance 
to it. As'time goes on it becomes clearer that 
Germany's recent evil behaviour to us in 
South Africa and elsewhere was really a 
Acliberately conceived, although clumsily 
executed, device to frighten us into secking 
admission to this Alliance. We know that 
the Austrians have from the first attached 
extreme importance to British friendship, and 
have hailed with enthusiasm every recurring 
sign of our leaning in the direction of their 
Central European league. Just at tho 
moment British foreign policy is more con- 
spicuously, dependent upon the goodwill of 
theso allied Powers than it has been since be- 
fore the Berlin Congress. But it was not so 
three months ago, and it may not be any 
more the case at midsummer than ib was last 
‘Now Year's Day. . In a word, the diplomacy 
of Europe is drifting, and we are floating 
about with the rest. ‘The only. consolation is 
that, wo are historically accustomed to this 
hand-to-mouth method of foreign procedure, 
and that, ou the whole, ou Iuek has not been 
so bad. 


The following note from the Spectator 
gives some of the floating reasons for the 
Roudan Expedition, but wo do not soom 
yet to know the real reason :— 

On Wednesday, Mr. Leonard Courtney, 
addressing his constituents at Bodmin, m

the Soudan, and pleaded that there was still 
time to keep the expedition within bounds.

He was not for 
seuttling out of Egypt, though he was not for 
remaining there indefinitely. But it was 
possible to be against the Soudan advance! 
Whether you were for occupation, or evacna- 
tion; Lord Farrer wasconverted to occupation, 
Tut Was strongly against a reconquest of the 
Soudan.‘ The Soudan,” as General Gordon 
said, ‘‘is a useless possession, ever was so, 
and ever will be so” (when General Gordon 
said hist we did not hold Uganda), and we 























ought not therefore to inflict its ion 
upon Egypt. England’s duty in Egypt was 
bwortold: First, to withdraw Egypr from 





the Turkish Empire, and, secondly, to act 
Tike -the trustee of a minor. It was not 
necessary for the safety of Egypt to conquer 
the Soudan, and therefore the trustee ought 
not to sanction its acquisition. It we accept 
‘Mr. Courtney’s point of view, namely, that 
we can and ought, and therefore shall, leave 
Eygpt before long, his arguments are irresis- 
tible. Egypt alone is entirely incapable of 
overning the Soudan, even if we conquer it 
for her. ~Her past misgovernment of it was a 
crime against humanity. In our opinion, 
however, we cannot, must not, and shall not 
leave Ezypt, and therefore if there are good 
reasons for doing so we need nol mind recon- 
quering the Soudan. We shall never, except 
in the most nominal way, hand it over to 
Egypt. ° But there are good reasons for recon 
muering the Soudan, though not perhaps just 
at this moment. It will make Egypt safer. 
Te will open a great highway to the Central 
Lakes. It wil’ prevent any other, Power 
tampering with t! water-sipply of Egypt. 
It will help to put an end to African slavery. 
Tt is because we differ from Mr. Courtney as 
to our position in Ezypt that we differ from 
him as to the reconquest of the Soudan being 
‘an ideal worth pursuing. 


There is a readable article on ‘The New 
Olympic Games,” in which, however, the 
Spectator declares that “it is impossible to 
get honestly interested.” After a dis- 
cussion of the value of gymnastics, it con- 
cludes by sayin; 

The question of the influence of theso 
games on character has some importance for 
the modern world, for the passion for com- 
petitive athletics has caught hold of it, and 
everywhere, especially in England, France, 
the United’ States, and tho great ‘Colonies, 
they hegin to play'a more important part in 
life. Fifty thousand Englishmen go at a 
time to seo a foothall-match, cricketers are 
watched as carefully as statesmen, and an 
international ranning-mateh excites almost 
the interest of a battle. ‘The Papers are 
everywhere crammed with the reports of 
athletics, and a man who can make a “record” 
is as much honocred among the younger 
generation as ever he was in Greece. It is 
Probable, as prosperity increases and the 
Workers ‘gain more leisure, that, the passion 
will develop further, and we shall be curiotis 
to see what influence it has upon the national 
sentiment. Tt need not be a had one, for we 
suspect that a certain barbaticism—we want 
that word greatly, as distinguished from 
darbarism—is essental to the vitality and 
fighting prowess of any raco that dwells in 
cities, but are ean seo no Teason for believing 
that it will be specially good. One can hardly 
affiem that the games preserved the man- 
liness of the Greoks, and they certainly 

reserve them from incessant. internal war. 
Fnternational athletics, we see in newspapers, 
are to furnish ‘ new bonds to bind together 
the nations ;” but if they are only bound as 
the Greek States were, the advantage will 
not be conspicuous. The probability is that 
Olympie games, ancient and modern, had and 
‘will have the effect of games merely, that is, 
of distractions, innocent, or otherwise accord 
ing to circumstances, from the peremptory 
work of the world, They are not worse than 
other amusements, and being enjoyed in the 
open air and under thousands of eyes, the 
are probably bettcr than some of ‘them.

CONCESSION HUNTING. 


‘The appended notification was circulated 
here to-day, and speaks eloquently of tho 
new dispensation under whieh we nf China 
now live. Russia, France, and Germany 
have been concession-hunting of late at 
various ports, but in none do they seem 
to have succeeded so well as at ours. They 
each contrived to bag a large and suitable 
piece of ground for their purpose by the 
simple plan of telling the Chinese authori- 
ties they wanted it; who, being profoundly 
fra to . in question for 

wwours past and prospective, politely said 
“ maskee.” They thea ‘ertoted their 
stones without the slightest in- 
formation being given to owners, or to other 
Consuls interested, and behold a Concession! 

Of course there was none of the ground 
taken which was not already in the hands 
of owners, and these on each Concession 
were partly foreigners. The Germans were 
the first to face the question what was to 
be done with the said private owners. 
Teutonic honesty said “buy them out,” so 
hundreds of thousands of tacls were spent 
in acquiring the titles of present occupants. 


Fp | Iu a good many cases these were said not to 


have been the real owners, as all the land 
had been bought in the early days by 
British speculators, but they had not beou 
sufficiently careful in looking after it. The 
Germans gave good prices too; so handsome 
indeed that one firm has already repudiated 
all the transactions put through in its 
name, and fourteen lots in the German 
Concession are already advertised for auction 
in consequence. 
‘THE FRENCH CONCESSION, 


beds gre the French Concession; it is 
nearly all foreign-owned, and foreiga-held. 
The piece to which the letter given below 
refers is part of it British and the rest the 
property of the Race Club as a corporation. 
Now, no doubt, to the keener intellect of 
the Frenchman the German method of get- 
ting rid of previous owners must have 
appeared a costly, clumsy, and stupid per- 
formance. He seems to have known a trick 
worth two of that, so he simply assures the 

‘ies concerned of his di ished con- 
sideration, and requests them to march! 
Itis very doubtful if this plan will work, 
which sime isa pity. Tt would be so con 
venient if we covld all of us follow suit, and 
annex anything we liked of anybody's by 
means of the simple formula: ~‘ Accept, 
sir, the assurance, etc.” The Russians have 
not yet begun to deal with the parties who 
cumber their ground; probably they are 
waiting to profit by the experience of their 
neighbours. 

MMISCBLLANEOUS NEWS.

which threatened serious consequences when 
I wrote two weeks ago, has been settled. 
‘The two men who were most active in 
tearing down the picture representing 
members of their sect as suffering punish- 
ment in the nether world, were indeed 
arrested but the mandarin’ wisely forbore 
punishing them. Numbers of Moham- 
medans were in the city from places as 
far distant as fifty miles, to help overawe 
the magistrate, and their combined efforts 
were successful, More than 400 men assem- 
bled in the yamén at the time their fellow 
religionists were tried, ready for affray 
should the official attempt to pnnish or 
incarcerate the offenders. ‘The final outcome 
of the matter was the quashing of all 
indictments, addresses delivered to the 
different parties by the official, and the 
promise on the part of the litigants to “do 
‘so no more.” 


(CHOU HAN’S WORK AGATS. 


A more serious matter is the report that 
the Chou Han publications are being scat- 
tered in some of the northern counties of 
Honan. Missionaries in that region report 
that they have already observed the effects 
of these in the changed attitude of the 
people towards them (increased hostility, 
reviling, and the like).

At 
this latter station the chief official (chon 
kuan) has show himself very friendly and 
wrote. a. paper on the “Tatroduction of 
Christianity into China” in which he ad- 
vised a combination with Confucianism, 
Buddhism, and Taoism. The Christian Col- 
lege at Nanking under the direction of the 
Rev. F. E. Meigs is in a flourishing condi- 
tion having 35 pupils enrolled. Mr. Meigs 
is very much in favour of an industrial 
depariment and has made a beginning by 
the purchase of a small printing press aud 
a fount of type. 

‘A BOARDING SCHOOL 
for eels tobe opened at Nanking. in the 
fall by Miss Lyon, in a new building just 
erected for that purpose. Mr. San of Ln 
had offered prizes for essays on “How to 
Preserve Harmony between China and the 
West.” Forty-nine competitors entered the 
lists and Dr. Allen of Shanghai very kindly 
consented to award the prizes. Some interest- 
ing items were found in the reports from 
Wuhu, too, where the work has been steadily 
advancing under the care of the Rev. 
C. E. Molland. The Rev. Mr. Arnold has 
supervised the work at Wuvweichou and 
done much itineration in Northern Anhui. 
In company with Mr. James Butchart 
he succeeded in leasing a house for mi 
purposes in Luchoufit and several 
were made to that large and influential city. 
‘The Rev. Mr. Hearnden has charge of the 
evangelistic work in Ch‘uchou and gave a 
very encouraging report of a growing in- 
terest in that city and vicinity. Papers

HYDRAULIC WORK IN CHINA. 
"China may be behind in many ways but 
she stands boldly to the front in the magni- 
tude of her public works, as may be seen by 
the familiar examples of the canal from 
Hangchow to Peking and of the wall from 
the of Kansu to Shanhaikuan. Tho 
immense brute mass of manual Iabour, 
what the Chinese call “stupid strength,” 
which has been bestowed is amazing. ~An- 
other case to the ino is the effort to 
control the waters of the great plains, The 
eat works on the low River levees 
Closed'forty years ago when it took its new 
course to the North. It left us the monu- 
ments of the constant work of preceding 
generations in its levees. They extend for 
100 miles across the plain, wide enough 
in top for a Food road and varying in 
height from 20 to 30 feet and in some 
places even more. In high water the 
river swirled its turbid current along 25 
fect above all the surroundit . 
The country is a dead level with houses of 
earth built on only iow embankments of 
earth, ‘The fearful danger ot starvation and 
drowning extorted the extraordinary efforts 
of the government and people. They 
tried to appease the by hugo 
temples or by an iron “cow lying so 
as to be first covered by the  risin; 
tide, or by Buddhist pillars and Imperial 
tablets. But their efforts had a more 
Practical turn alvo. These huge dikes were 
uilt, stone and earth placed in piles on 
the levees, On the outer curves, where 
* the current would cut the bank, jetti2s of 
earth and stone running in for 100 fect, 
their bases almost touching, were built, 
One has a feeling of awe as one thinks of 
the fatigue and groans with which these 
miles and miles of sand and stone were 
piled up, in this great battle between 
nature and man. These old levees, the 
Lones of the giant, remain now the only 
elevated object in many a landscape here. 
‘The effort to control the waters here has 
not been limited to these dikes. A .stone 
wall is being dug up south of here which 
was said to have been built during the 
‘Ming dynasty to control some waters on 
the east, A wall near this one is now 
being torn down which was put up since 
1600 to control the water of Lake Putze on 
the west side, This is now a prosperous 
farming country with its old temples and 
lablota eted up several teet. “Two years 
1goan occasional correspondent called atten- 
tion in this paper to the splendid wall on 
the east side of the Hongtze lake, more 
than 100 li long, built of hewn’ stone. 
It has now aud then an inlet for shelter 
and every tenth stone in the top is carved. 
Its solid front presented to the restless 
waves and standing ten or more feet above 
the water is described as admirable and 
inspiring. 
‘THE TRIENNIAL EXAMINATIONS 
are going on in Hsuchoufu. The number of 
contestents for honours is estimated at 
30,000. Many of these men were very 
much distressed at the continual rain just 
before the examinations, Perhaps the half 
of this number would have to make the 
trip on wheelbarrows. Many would have 
to go 100 miles. Wheelbarrows would not 
goin the mud and the date could not be 
changed for their benefit. The ten days’ 
rain stopped just in time to get them all

ESCAPED PRISONERS. 
The whole Prefecture was thrown into a 
state of intense alarm, owing to the escape 
of four criminals. They escaped, said the 
turnkeys, though the carelessness of a water 
carrier, who omitted toshut the gate after 
him, Ramoursays, money made the turnkeys 
lax in oversight of these four well-connected 
criminals. th turnkeys have suffered for 
their carelessness, each having received two 
thousand blows; they are now in prison and 
‘will be till the escaped men are recaptured. 
Naturally the chihsien trembles lest their 
escape should cause him trouble, 


A DOUBTFUL RECOMMENDATION, 


Of the scores of prefectures I have been 
in I never have seen any more given to 
gambling than is this; consequently murders 
and suicides through losses are numerous.

The many depredations 
because of the above practices have alarmed 
the censors of that neighbourhood and have 
Jed them to petition the hisicn to arrest the 
ringleaders and close the dens and prohibit 
both gambling and smoking.

I must confess 
I was surprised that’ a ‘mandarin in 
full dress and on horseback, with a 
small retinue of followers, should come on 
such business. His story was a pitiful one, 
but his brogue was wholly inconsistent with 
his assertion that he had been in Peking 
over twenty years.

This memorial 
is erected by the people of Hongkong.

ANOTHER SMALL FIRE. 

About half-past ten o’clock on the night 
of the 14th instant, a fire broke out in a tea 
shop, No. 73, Jervois Street, and the flames 
spread rapidly destroying the two upper 
stories of the building. The Brigade were 
soon at hand, and succeeded in confining the 
fire to the house in which it originated. ‘The 
premises were insured in a German office 
for $8,500. This fire was the result of a 
pure accident, a hanging Kerosene lamp

Reading in the Chinese news- 
papers of the sufferings of the famine- 
stricken people, this tender-hearted girl 
not only begged for money from her rich 
relatives, but sold her jewellery and 
ornaments and devoted her own savings to 
the purpose, and thus made up a-sum of 
some three thousand dollars, which she sub- 
seribed towards the relief fund. It is to be 
hoped that the money so nobly contributed 
would not be taken toll of by the way at 
the hands of greedy officials.

SINGULAR EXPLOSION. 

A curious instance of the recklessness of 
Chinese was afforded by an explosion which 
occurred on the 16th inst. in a marine 
store at 123, Wanchai Road. About 5 p.m. 
the master of the shop assisted by a couple 
‘of coolies set to work to break up three 
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shells in Bullock Lane. which runs on one 
side of his shop, for the purpose of melt- 
ing. Before the work gone far a 
tremendous explosion occurred, one of the 
shells bursting in half, severely burning 
the two coolies and slightiy scorching the 
master’s face, but fortunately inflicting 20 
fatal injuries. Most of the windows in the 
works of the Eastern Clock Manufacturing 
Co. on the opposite side of the lane, were 
broken, and a portion of the projectile 
crashed through one of the wooden shutters 
and embedded itself in the wall. The 
coolies were removed to hospital, and a 
constable was set to guard the marine store, 
the owner of which will probably be pro- 
secuted,

(1) Chang Chih-tung, acting Viceroy of 
tho Liang Kiang proviness, reports the 
death of a General and Commander of 
brigade, at his headquarters, and 
prays that the Imperial bounty may be 
exercised in a way abore the usual gifts 
and posthumous honours owing to the 

record held by the deceased 
for bravery, good administration of those 
under him, ete. The subject of the ahove 
prayer is Liu Holi expectant Pro- 
vineial Commander-in-Chief, who first made 
his mark as a brave officer in the campaigns 
against the Taiping rebels during the fifties. 
‘The deceased served in the provinces of 
Kiangsi, Szechuan, Kansu (tho last two 
provinces against the Northern Mahonime- 
Gans rebols) and in Yunnan and Kueic-ou 
(in these two prorinces the deceased served 
against the Southern Mahommedan rebels.) 
In all the battles fonght during these 
several campaigns the deceased conducted 
himself in such o manner as to call for 
the admiration of his superiors and 
subordinates alike, and it was through his 
exertions and activity that: the Imperial 
armies were enabled, to a great degree, 
to reduce a number of well-defended 
cities hitherto held by the rebe's in de- 
Gance of the previous efforts of the deceased 
officer's predecessors. Last year while 
engaged in organising the ‘new battalions 
raised by thesaid memorialist the deceased 
officer over-worked himself and consequent- 
ly fell a victim to a fatal sicknes contracted 

















while engaged in the performance of his 
duties, Such able; brave and conscientious 





conduct in an.officer like the deceased is 
rare and we regret greatly at losing such 
agood officer. We'therefore gladly grant 
the request to record Liu Ho-lin’s military 
achievements in the dynastic history, and 
further command that the Board concerned 
provide the means for his burial according 
to the rites and ceremonies permitted in 
the case of a Provincial Commander-in- 
chief. In this manner we hope to soothe 
the spirit of a loyal and energetic officer. 
‘The several Boards concerned are otdered 
to take note thereon. 

(2) The same Viceroy also prays for 
similar honours to be paid to Sieh Yii-hstin, 
Inte expectant Provincial Commander-in- 
chief, and ex-Brigadier-General first of the 
military circuit of Yangehou, Hunan, and, 
subsequently, of the military circuit of 
Holichen, Yuntian. ‘The deceased disting- 
ished himself as ono of the coterie of brave 
military officers who served under the late 
‘Marquis Ts6ng Kuo-fan'and his brother the 
late Earl Tséng Kno-chui‘an, in their cam- 
paigns against the Taiping rebels. He was 
Specially decorated when Nanking, then 
capital of Taipingdom, fell before the 
victorious armsof the brothers Tsang, and 
he was the first’ man to mount and got 
‘on top of the walls of that strong city 
upon the storming and capture of this 
stronghold in the 3rd year of the reigd 
of Teangehih (1863-4). " While Brigndior- 
General of the two circuits above natied 
his popularity and kindness to all under 
him wore so uniformly great that soldiers 
and inhabitants always lived at peace and 
mutual concord without a single disturbing 
element. Sickness compelled the deceased 
to resign his Yunnan appointment, and last 
year (1894) while engaged in coniplating the 
defences of Kiangnan against a foreign foo 
(Japmese) the suid officer succumbed to a 
serious illness contracted while engaged in 
the performance of his duties.

‘THE NAVAL SCHOOL AT NANKING. 

Chang Chih-tung, acting Viceroy of the 
Liang Kiang provinces, reports that as the 
Naval Academy has resulted satisfactorily 
and borne fruit he now reverentially obeys 
his Majesty's command to recommend for 
aes ‘those officers whose efforts have 

een crowned with success in the matter, 
in order that the deserving ones may be 
rewarded with the gracious bounty of the 
‘Throne, and as an encouragement to further 
efforts. The Naval School in question was 
first instituted by H.E. the late Tséng 
Kuo-ch'uan, then Viceroy at Nanking ; 
but until 1890 no recommendation for the 
Imperial bounty on behalf of the deserving 
officers of the academy had been suggested 
to the Throne. In that year Shen Ping- 
ch‘en, then acting Viceroy, memorialised 
his Majesty on the subject suggesting that 
the Nanking academy should (4 conducted 
on the same lines as the Naval and Military 
Academies in the Peiyang Administration, 
viz: that in order to stimulate those con- 
nected with them to exertions towards 
distinction, recommendations for rewards 
for deserving officers and students belong- 
ing tothe Saaking Reel Academy should 
be made to the ‘Throne once every two 

ears. ‘This was approved of by his 
Majesty, and orders given that the officers 
‘and staff in charge of the said academy 














have their names and several duties re-| 8” 


corded in the books of the Boards of Civil 
Appointments.and. of War. .\When Liu 
K'un-yi beoame Viceroy he paid special 
attention to the needs of the academy and 
gave strict instructions to the oficers in 
charge to exert themselves in ensuring 
diligence and discipline amongst the 
stiidents, etc, Since then-four years have. 


elapsed, and in the meanwhile, the students| 


have been thoroughly grounded in the 
written langtiage of their native country and 
alsomade conversant with foreign languages. 
‘They have also given special attention to 
such studies as translating from Chinese 
into foreign languages and vice tersd, 
algebra, trigonometry (spherical and plane) 
geometty, physics, chemistry, analysis, 
astronomy, geology, and. geography ete 
‘They have been’ taught the science of 
navigation, taking observations by means 
of the sextant, and the science of naval 
construction, ‘In athletic exercises the 
students have received instruction in batta- 
lion and other drills, target shooting, 
mounting masts, and also gymnastic exer- 
cises, in all of which they have proved 
themselves proficients thus. providing ex- 
ercise and instruction for both body and 
mind. . The day is divided into studies of 
Chinese, foreign languages, navigation and 
Gril's, and once a term of three months, 
ordinary exatainations are held by deputies: 
appointed by the Viceroy, while once a 
year a grand examination is held presided 
over by the Viceroy himself, From 














yeat to year visible and marked pro- 
gress has been made by the students. 
In the summer and autumu of last year 
a British naval officer was specially 
invited to examine the first class stu- 
dents of the navigation and naval en- 
gineering departments of the academy 
who were reported to have completed their 
course of studies, and he gave to memori- 
alist a most glowing accoant of the results 
of his inspection, and declared that these 
cadets were fully qualifled for the 
technical part of their duties. Later 
on memorialist himself also made 
persoaal inspection and examination of the 
academy and observed for himself that 
diligence and earnest endeavour in perfect- 
ing themselves were not wanting amongst 
the scholars, and that they could compete 
with any other similar institution in the 
quantity and quality of their work. As the 
naval forces of the empire form one of the 
‘most important branches of defence, and as 
‘academies of the above sort are the feeders 
of the Togeral navy, memorialist warmly 
recommends that theofficers and instructors 
who have had charge of the academy and 
discharged the various duties of their posts 
so well should be well rewarded by his 
Majesty for their unflagging zeal and 
the success of their efforts. ‘The chief 
Director, the Taotai Kuei, especially de- 
serves his Majesty's gracious bounty. As 
four years have elapsed, and as by a 
former edict noted above, promotions 
should be allowed once every two years, 
the officers, staff, and graduates of the 
academy should be given two steps of pro- 
motion. The graduating classes will be 
sont to their training ship soon, and they 
will be given chances to rise in the future 
in accordance with their several abilities.

are $540 less, We started the year with a 
debit. balance at profit and loss of $15,585 
and we finished the year 1895 with a 
balance to the bad of about $11,267, show- 
ing that we have reduced this liability by 
$4,318 during the year. At the credit side 
of profit and loss you will see that tho 
profit. made on the sale of deugs and 
chemicals is almost identically the sume as 
last year's and the profit derived from the 
Foochow Road and 'Tientsin branches is 
just the same, within $70. ‘The most satis- 
factory feature in the whole of our accounts 
is that we have been able during the 
year to reduce our indebtedness to our 
bankers from $23,507 to $12,788, which 
shows a decease of $10,720 during the 
year, and although our’ stock of chemi- 
cals,’ drugs and aerated waters is some

You will doubtless have been 
gratified to find that we are in a position to 
propose to maintain the dividend at the 
Tate of 8 per cent. for the whole twelve 
months, besides making a substantial ad- 
dition to the reserve fund, with which it 
will now amount to £350,000. (Applause.( 
There is one item in the accounts which 
makes its appearance now for the first time, 
that is the amount deposited asa reserve 
aguinst the bank's note issue. At our 
meeting twelve months ago I explained that 
the terms of our amended charter required 
that one-third part of the maximum limit 
fixed for our note circulation should be 
deposited in cash or securities with the 
local Governments or with the Bank of 
England, as a special protection to the 
holders of the notes. ‘The same terms have 
beon imposed upon the other banks whose 
charters have expired, and required 
renewal during recent years, her Majesty's 
Government having laid down the principle 
that such a provision is necessary in the 
interests of the public and also of the Go- 
vernment, so that there is nothing peculiar 
to this bank in the arrangement. Other- 
wise there is nothing worthy of particular 
remark respecting the figures which have 
been submitted to you, and which testify 
only to steady progress. We are hopeful 
that the future may have the same in store 
for us, We cannot, however, shut our eyes 
to the fact that we have to contend with 
nereased and very strong competion both 
in India and in China, which has already 
tended and must still further tend towards 
reduced margins in exchange operations, 
to which we have to look for the greater 
part of our profits. When addressing you 
six months ago I referred to our having 
Towered the rates of interest upon our fixed 
deposits in this country, This reduction 
has been successfully” effected, and the 
saving in interest wlll be very considerable.

torship of Mr. F. L. Crompton, who 
may well be congratulated on their suc- 
cess. ‘The Silent Land” was particularly 
eflective. There were two instrumental 
numbers in the first pert, a piano solo 
by Dr. Hildebrandt, who ‘played a well- 
known composition by Chopin with much 
delicacy and personal feeling, and a violin 
solo by Mr. Léhlein, accompanied on the 
piano by Mr. Crompton. It was rendered 
with yreat taste, but Mr. Lohlein’s 
instrument was not worthy of the composer, 
Beethoven. Mr. Léhlein was enthusiasti- 
cally applauded, but declined to appear 
again. 

‘The second part consisted of Henry 

Smart's Dramatic Cantata, The Bride of 
Dinkerron, the soloists being Mrs. E. F. 
Alford, the Sea-Maiden; Mr. H. Clapp, 
Dunkerron; and Mr. C. Wedemeyer, the 
Sea-King. ‘The vocalists were supported 
by a small and somewhat uncertain 
orchestra, Dr. Hildebrandt being at the 
piano, and Mr. Crompton conducting. 
it is a difficult piece, full of good music 
worthy of better words. With such 
competent soloists, so well trained a 
chorus, and a conductor so devoted to his 
task and so capable as Mr. Crompton is, 
success was certain, and the applause of 
the audience showed how well it was at- 
tained. The solos were all delightful, and 
it would be invidious to pick out any one of 
the twenty or so numbers that the cantata 
contains. The choruses were sung with 
great spirit and the most careful attention 
to light and shade; and altogether the 
selection of the cantata, which seemed 
rather ambitions, was justified by the re- 
sult ; and the public would be glad to hear 
it again next season with the orchestra 
somewhat reinforced.

enjoyed for the past week or ten days in 
no way prepared us for the unfavourable 
condition of things on Saturday.

MOVING THE OFFICIALS. 

On the morning after the riot at Kiang- 
yin the missionaries were visited at the 
forts by some representative neighbours. 
They said that those who were near us and 
those on our street believed that the focaod 
acl 
doctor and. they were going to find out 
the truth of the matter for us. We left on 
the 13th for Chinkiang and on the 14th 
laid the whole case before General A. C. 
Jones; US. Consul. He took the case up 
in an efficient and vigorous manner. The 
Taotai’s yamén was soon in a stir; anda 
telegram was sent to the Consul-General 
at Shanghai, while a statement was sent 
off by mail. In due course the Taotai’s 
replies were received and his deputy came 
asking for an interview with the mission- 
aries. Under the vigorous action of the 
Consul the officials were kept moving. 
‘They asked only time to go and make an 
enquiry ‘and offered to make all restitution, 
and punish the guilty persons. The deputy 
was sent off post haste by the Taotai to 
make an enquiry. Not letting the matter 
rest here as he might well have done the 
Consul reported the case at length to Peking.

‘The new Paoshan magistrate, Mr, Shen, 
has just issued a proclamation stating that 
up to the 24th instant 241 bodies had been 
recovered from the wreck of the ill-fated 
Ono. These bodies have all been photo- 
graphed for" identification and then placed 
in coflins furnished by benevolent people. 
Of these coffins the majority have been 
claimed and taken away by relations and 
friends of the victims of the disaster, ex- 
cept the coffins of 71 males and 2 females. 
Five coftins were identified by interested 
parties, but for unknown ‘reasons, have 
not yet been taken. away for” burial. 
As the weather is growing hotter there 
is danger of pestilence unless oppor- 
tunity be taken to put the unclaimed 
coffins underground. A piece of public 
lund ten moro in extent has therefore been 
staked off on the banks of the Wéntsao 
creek (Woosung), where the unclaimed 
coftins will be buried and this cemetery 
will commemorate the sad event. The 
reason why the cemetery has been chosen 
on the banks of a creek is to afford future 
claimants of coffins easy means. of carry- 
ing them away in boats, ‘The land in 
the cemetery not occupied by coffins will 
‘be handed over toa caretaker who will be 
allowed to cultivate it as recompense for 
his services on the ground. The coffins 
will have numbers corresponding with 
the tickets attached to the photographs 
of the unclaimed bodies and the personal 
belongings found on the bodies when 
coffined, ‘so that relatives may in future be 
able to identify them and take away the 
remains if so desired. All this has been 
done at the expense of the magistrate 
himself, and he it was who ordered the 
two tipaos of the ward opposite to which 
the Onn sank, to be bambooed 3,000 
blows each because they refused to wash 


|the faces of the vietims before they were 


yhotographed. The promptitude with 

Ehich Me. Shén punished the obstinacy 
of the tipaos, and the success of his threat 
to execute any one found rif_ing the bodies 
of the drowned, have made him very popu- 
lar with the Chinese both “here ‘and at 
‘Woosung.

On Saturday afternoon, a seratch eight 
got to work, and in spite of their being 
about the scratchest crew imaginable, they 
gave the “eights” one or two good pows ; 
enabling me stationed on the s.s. Ceylon, to 
pick out one or two failings and good 
points in the respective crews. 

‘The Mih-ho-loongs rowing a strong, lon: 
and powerful stroke very easily dispense 
with the services of the scratch eight ; 
collectively they are rowing well together, 
Nos. 4 and 5 are griffins who have improved 
considerably during the training. I should 
like however to see them making better 
use of their slides, especially No. 4. Bow 
and 2are inclined to row alittle deep, No. 2 
apt to miss tho water at the commence- 
ment of the stroke. 6 and 7 going strong, 
stroke quite up to his old form. 

‘The Club “Hight” after a good strong 
pow over the course, with two substitutes 
at 3 and 5, did not perhaps shake off the 
scratch eight as soon as their opponents ; 
nevertheless they have improved vastly. It 
it is to be regretted ‘that Nos. 3 and 
5 were not at their thwart there- 
fore somewhat hard to criticise the 
crew collectively. Bow can row well, 
Dut at times is apt to bo careless, 
catching the water on the recovery. No. 
2 isan honest worker but should try and 
obtain that extra inch one is so often 
hearing about. No. 3, from ‘Thursday 
ovening’s form, is rowing a trifle too deep, 
and No. 6 being a long man is too fond of 
Jo@king round—consequently causing the 
oat to roll at times; is an exceedingly 
strong oar when he likes. 

‘Nos. 4 and 6 are the lean and fat kine of 
the crew, and the knowledge of rowing is 
all there. 

No.7, a keen oar, and is working well, 
is a little late on a quickening stroke. 

Stroke is too apt to take the time from 
his crow instead of setting his own pace ; 
thereby rendering the stroke short, and a 
bucket forward the natural consequence ; 
he is a good oar and has the interest of his 
crew at heart. 

‘The other events will be the Double 
Sculls, Single Sculls, Senior and Junior 
Fours. By the “fours” not much work has 
been done; while the scullers are to be 
seen every evening on the river,

Scene, a starlight night in the month of 
May, a placid river dotted here and there 
with’ dark objects from which glimmer 
many lights, and from whence the welcome 
strains of music float across the water. 
‘They are not unfamiliar strains nor are 
they unconnected with the dear homeland. 
For'ff it is true that to place one’s foot on a 
British battleship is tantamount to heing on 
English soil, so to the stranger in a foreign 
Innd is the quiet sense of repose and security 
which those few twinkling lights and dying 
strains convey. But wherefore the sounds 
of revelry? Why ask; they are the sequence 
to a banquet given’ to commemorate the 
seventy-seventh anniversary of the birth- 
day of Victoria, by the Grace of God 
Queen of England and Empress of India, on 
one of her Majesty’s battleships. To some 
it may seem strange, for with the insular 
characteristics that denote the race, that 
make them take their joys sadly, that con- 
demn their great men during ‘their life 
times, and raise hideous mountains of 
marble decorated with heathen deities in 
their sacred shrines after their demise, it 
appears incongruous to. celebrate their 
greatest sovereign's birthday. Why should 
itbe! ‘The simple fact is that those who 
join in wishing health and longevity to their 
monarch are for the moment exiles from 
their country, and curious as it may seem 
itis none the less true that to rightly reali 
the blessings one may be privileged to en 
joy, one must be deprived of them. In 
no way .cin this bo more satisfactorily 
brought home to the individual than by 
residence in a foreign country, thousands 
of miles from that to which he owns 
allegiance. Doubtless the claim made by 
‘great man is true when he boasted that 
“che was a citizen of the world,” but. it is 
not given to all to so philosophically accept 
and make his lot his destiny. ‘This there- 
fore accounts for the enthusiasm and patrio- 
tic sentiment that at home is lacking, and 
by its absence is sufficient to deter the 
stoppage by one single hour of the mighty 
machine of work in this our iron age, 
against which no Minister dare stand, not 
because the mionarch has not always had 
her peoples’ interests at heart, not, I 
may venture to think, because that hydra- 
headed spectre of socialism would stalk 
the length and breath of the land 
deciaiming the rights of the workman 
to his hard-carned daily pittance, but if 1 
judge aright, that loyal as the people are, 
willing to give their lives, and their vast 
treasures, if necessary, to sifeguant the 
person of her Majesty or her dominions and 
to arise and smite their enemies as one 
man, actuated by one motive as of a throb 
of a'single pulse, but because the phleg- 
matic characteristic of the nation prevents 
their taking anything more than 
ordinary interest in an event which 
be celebrated as a national holiday in an- 
other country. It is this feeling which, 
Incking at heme, is developed and brought 
into being by force of circumstances abroad. 
Loneliness, which forces the Englishman to 
cultivate the acquaintance of his fellow- 
countrymen, while at home he is distant 
and reserved, strengthens and brings back 
most potently the greatness of his 
country and would make him re-echo the 
hope of one of Rome's greatest citizens, 
Dulce et decorvan est pro jutrid mori. 
Consequently, in celebrating such an aus- 

cious event as her Majesty's birthday 

fle unconsciously tightens the bonds that 
hold him to the old’ country and the old 
folk at home. Not only this, he can traly 
experience and appreciate the strong and 
free principles upon which his country is 
established, which by their absence are 
more freely brought home to him. The 
Custom House clock tones the midnight 
hour. My reverie is broken, and sorrow- 
fully I betake myself to rest,’ to dream of 
Home, Sweet Home, and to pray God save 
the Queen. 







































SOUTH AFRICAN SOCIAL 
HISTORY. 
——_— 

vi. 

After.the annexation of the Transvaal by 
the British an immediate advance began in 
the prosperity of the State. The question of 
the right or injustice of the annexation is « 
nitich Vexed one, and one we do not mean to 
enter into. The events that led up toit we 
have already related, and what we consider 
one of the most iinportant points, showing 
thata very large section of the Boers them- 
selves must have been favourable, is 
the simple fact that when Shepstone 
hoisted the British flag at Pretoria he was 
only accompanied by a handful of mounted 
police, and absolutely no attempt at resist- 
ance was made. Now no one has ever 
accused the Boers of cowardice. Indeed, 
their very mode of existence, from the 
very beginning, implies great courage 
and self-reliance. The first great mistake 
made by the British in the adminis 
tion of the Transvaal was appointing 

a military Governor (Sir Garnet Wolseley). 
Now if ‘there is one thing that a Boer 
hates more than anything else about 
British ofticialdom, it is the general air of 
superiority and ‘exclusiveness in which 
they surround themselves. ‘These traits of 
character were certainly not to be found 
any the less in a successful soldier, 
under whose command native tribes ” 
who had defied the whole united Boer 
strength had been for ever crushed ; and 
who had the making of native kinglets (he 
created 13 amongat the conquered Zulus, 
amongst whom was one white man, John 
Dunn), the subjects of whom would, most 

robably, but for our armed intervention, 
wave swept the Vaal Boers off the face of 
the earth. This and the return of prosper- 
ous times began to stir the Boers up, and 
they began to see the mistake thoy had 
male in not following President Burgher's 
adrian as, to confederation, They now 

agitating for the very thing they 
had forauanly rolusod, Lond Gamarron, who . 
was then English Colonial Secretary, had 
his heart set upon a successful “South 
African confederation, all the more, as he 
had already in 1868, tloated the confedera- 
tion of the different British North American 
colonies and States into the Dominion of 
Canada, in the face of considerable op- 
position. 

He set to work with determination to 
effect this scheme both by constitutional and 
nuconstitutional means. If not exactly by 
unconstitutional means, at least ina mane 
ner that had never been known or tried 
before. He caused, in the first place, a 
well-known and highly proved Indian ad 
ministrator, Sir Bartle Frere, to be ap- 
pointed Governor, who was known to be 
strongly in favour of South African con- 
federation, and, in the second place, he sent 
out as his agent, « learned historian, an 
eloquent orator, and a distinguished man 
of letters, the celebrated Mr. J. A. Froude, 
who, on the strength of having spent a year 
formerly in South Africa, thought himself 
more expable of influencing public opinion 
and guiding it into the paths his patron 
wished than the Ministers and members 
of the colonial governments, who either 
through birth or long years of residence 
naturally knew the miinutest details of 
colonial feeling and policy. This learned 
gentleman disclaimed in. any way being 
8 government ayent,- and described him- 
self as “a simple man of letters tra- 
yelling for his own amusement.” The 
distinction, however, between his _be- 
ing a government agent, and a private 
agent of the Colonial Secretary, was too 
subtle one for the majority of the colonists 
to understand; and he was treated every- 
where as a.species of Special Ambassador, 
and the apostle of a new creed. This 
was more especially by the Boer and 
Dutch communities, after his first few 
speeches, in which he described the 
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character of the Dutch “‘voertrekers” in a 
vein of the most egregious flattery. The 
sleepy Boers rubbed their eyes and woke 
up to the fact that he was striking a 
new note on the political harp, a note 
that they interpreting in their own pecu- 
liar pera fier quite ready to dance to. 
But as they had formerly interpreted the 
Sand River convention in thete specially 

eculiar way by looting Livingstone’s 
Rilssion station of Kolobeng and carrying 
his Christian school-children of into 
slavery, so now they put their own con- 
struction on the political and social points 
in Froude’s speeches, and cheered him to 
the echo when he made odious and foolish 
comparisons between the Kimberley 
miners and the ‘‘ glorious life on the vast 
and magnificent veldts.” He contended 
that the “‘ miners, storekeepers, and specu- 
lators, had little or no interest in the inde- 
pendence of South Africa. Under any flag 
they can gain such ends as they are con- 
tending for.” He compared the enormous 
populations of the Diamond Fields as 
Taly a passing dream, and spoke of the 
mountainous masses of gravel, from which 
the diamonds had heen extracted, as only 
“monuments of unprofitable labour,” and 
exhorted the farmers ‘to enclose their 





wilderness, plough, drain, sow, and breed 
up a hardy population whose home should 
he South Africa, and whos: hopes would be 
centered there.’ Then they might hope to 
see their new confederate flag float over 
the whole southern continent 

Now Mr. Froude was one of a class of 
men who are the despair and disgust of 
all British colonial and Indian Governors 
and administrators. Learned and special- 
ists, they gallop through « country, glean 
certain superficial facts, and believe’ them- 
selves to be heaven-sent reformers and 
righters of reai_ or imaginary wrongs. 
Mr. Froude when he spoke of an 
“Afrikunder Flag” meant a confederate 
fing like that of the Dominion of 
Canada. ‘The Boer, with the low cunning 
of the mative, acquired in his childhood 
from his father's child-slaves, or comialave 
apprentices, grasped the’ fact plainly 
enough about an independent flag, but 
argued “ Why confederate?" Mr. Froude, 
nlso, when he spoke of “monuments of 
unprofitable labour” at Kimberley did not 
evidently know the fact that the discovery 
of the Diamond Fields had almost saved 
the Cape from bankruptey, as it gave 
the farmers a new and profitable industry, 
in the immense transport trade that sprang 
he to that place. It enabled many of 
the young farmers to make larg 
of money as diggers, which went to clear 
off the many mortgages that had been 
accumulating through along series of bad 
times. Italso, by giving a check to pastoral 
pursuits afforded a much needed rest to 
the well-worn veldt. In exhorting the 
Boors to plough, drain and sow, Mr. Froude 
showed ignorance of the very foundation of 
Boer life, ss these are the very things 
they absolutely will not do, and we find 
two_ such complotely different critics 
ts Max O'Rell ‘and Lord Randolph 
Churchill agreeing on this point. “Max 
O'Rell describes the Boers as farmers 
und ‘sportsmen, nothing more. Their 
ancestots were’ farmers and they do not 
conceive that they themselves ‘could be 
anything else, Ignorant bigoted, | be- 
hind the times, these Dutch Bretons, 
transplanted to Africa, cultivate the soil, 
like the contemporaries of the Patriarchs, 
and refuse even to look at agricultural 
machinery.” Lord Randolph Churchill in 
Men, Mines, and Animals thus describes 
them : “The Boer farmer personifies uscless 
idlenéss. Occupying a farm of 6,000 to 
10,000 acres, he contents himself with 
raisinga herd of cattle, which are left almost 
entirely to the care of the natives whom he 
employs. It may be asserted generally 
with truth that he never plants a tree, 
never digs a well, never makes a 
never grows a blade of corn, Rough and 














ready cultivation of the soil for mealies 
by the natives he to some extent permits, 
but agriculture and the agriculturists he 
holds alike in great contempt.” Tt was 
this class of man whom the learned gentle- 
man exhorted to agriculture, at a time 
when cabbages were selling for 17 shillings 
each in Kimberley, and even with these 
inducements, they could not be persuaded 
to handle the spade. 

‘Mr. Froude was also wrong in under- 
estimating the importance of Kimberley, 
as Europeans were receiving from £4 to 
£5 as weekly wages, and natives 25s. 
with free barracks. Not less than £18,000 
weekly was expended in this manner. 
Nearly all this was British capital brought 
into the country, so that the expenditure 
of nearly one million sterling per annum 
for one province alone compared very 
favourably with the whole revenue of the 
Orange Free State, which did not exceed 
£100,000 per annum. Upon the results of 
this stumping tour of Froude’s were laid 
the seeds from which sprang the ‘ Afri- 
kander Bond,” a society with the express 
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object of separation from the British 
Empire. If great minds would allow 
themselves to be influenced by little facts, 
Mr. Froude might have allowed himself 
to be warned by a minor detail that 
occurred in one of his lectures at a small 
town in the Orange Free State, which 
showed in what shape public opinion was 
being formed. On. being introduced to 
the company by a minister of the Dutch 
Reformed Church (the Rev. W. Murray) 
the chairman made the following remarks : 
“There was one thing, which, if Mr. 
Froude would let him, he would speak 
of with regret. And ‘it was that Mr. 
Froude had not learned to speak Dutch. 
He was quite sure that many who 
were present would agree with him. Most 
of them could understand Mr. Froude, 
but still they would like him to learn 
Dutch, not bouk Dutch but the Dutch of 
the country.” ‘To ask a famous scholar 
and a master of the English language to 
express himself in a very restricted 
patois with about 500 words in_ its 
whole vocabulary, might have at least 
warned him that’ in advocating the ex- 
tremely advanced political opinions he 
was doing, he was offering strong meat to 
babes. ‘To show what sort of a language 
this so-called “Cape Dutch” is we need 
only quote the fact of a German gentle- 
man being asked lately by a wealthy Boer's 
wife to interpret for her to her new 
girdener, as he was a German, ‘The 

interrogated, turned out 
to be a Dutchman straight’ out from 
Holland! Mr. Froude in these most in- 
judicious lectures unfortunately laid a train 
that it was left to Mr. Gladstone to fire 
in his equally injudicious political speeches 
of the famous Midlothian campaign. in 
1879. On more than one oceasion he then 
very strongly condemned the action of his 
political opponents in the annexation of the 
‘Transvaal,and in onespecial speech(Peebles, 
April, 1880) he raised the hopes of the 
Boers for the realisation of their independ- 
ence to fever height, by saying: “This 
is the meaning of adding places like Cyprus, 
and places like the country of the Boers to 
the British Empire. And, moreover, I would 
say this, that if these acquisitions were 
as valuable as they are valueless, I would 
repudiate them becuse they are obtained by 
meaus dishonourable to the character of our 
country.” Naturally, when Mr. Gladstone be- 
came Premier the Boers expected an imme- 
diate settlement of their alleged grievances. 
It was almost impossible for these more 
or less ignorant farmers to discriminate 
between the voice of a popular orator on 
the hustings, and the voice of a Premier 
in office, and after vainly petitioning by 
cable for the confederation they had so 
scurnfully rejected before, and getting no 
satisfaction, they broke out into open 
rebellion in December, 1880, by ambus- 
cading in a narrow defile a detachment of 


























the 94th Regiment, where they killed the 
commanding officer and fifty-four men, 
besides wounding seven officers and ninety 
men. 

This was followed by besieging all the 
British garrisons in the Transvaal. In 
attempting to relieve the garrisons, the 
English General (Colley) ‘was severely 
defeated, at a pass in Natal territory. 
which led into the ‘Transvaal, named 
Laing’s Nek. All the mounted officers, 
including the staff, were either killed or 
wounded, together with 200 rank and 
file. Tn’ this engagement was first seen 
the effect of the new English short-service 
system, which had filled the splendid 
old regiments of Peninsular, Crimean, 
and Mutiny fame with half-grown boys. 
Another point that came markedly to the 
front was the splendid individual marks- 
manship of the Boers, brought about 
partly by their knowledge of accurate dis- 
tances, learnt by big-game shooting, and 
partly by the fact that each cartridge cost 
about threepence, a fact that did away 
with hurried firing. Another fact that 
unfortunately came too late to official 
notice was one that had long been known 
unofiicially, and that was the extreme 
difficulty to Europeans of accurately judy- 
ing distances owing to the rarity of the 
atmosphere, even to such perfect game shots 
as Gordon Cumming and Rolous, until after 
considerable practice and time spent inthe 
country. In January, 1881, Mr. Gladstone, 
as Prime Minister, was responsible for the 
following paragraph in the Resave Speech: 
“A rising in the Transvaal has recently 
imposed upon me the duty of taking military 
measures with a view to the prompt vin+ 
dication of my authority, and has of neces- 
sity set aside for the time any plans for 
securing to European settlers that full con- 
trol over their local affairs without prejudice 
to the interests of the natives which L have 
been desirous to confer. 

General Colley after his first repulse at 
Laing’s Nek was again defeated while patrol- 
ling to keep his line of communication clear 
at Ingogo Heights and lost seven officers 
and 105 nen, again showing the good shoot- 
ing of the Boers. A few weeks after this 
the same unfortunate General lost his own. 
life, along with twvo officers and 175. men 
killed, and 143 wounded, out of a total foreo 
of 400 men with which he attempted to turn 
the tlank of the Boer position at Laing’s 
Nok, by seizing a stoop hill callod Majuln. 
This was a most splendid achievement on 
the part of the Boers, and worthy of the 
highest disciplined troops in the world, 
and, as the Boers had hitherto beon some: 
what chary of any fighting except bghind 
shelter and having chosen their ground, 
their having climbed and captured the 
British position fairly staggered the 
military authorities. ‘The Boers claim that 
they only sent 150 men to take this hill. 
They do not state this in an undue spirit 
of boasting, but simply as an argument to 
show that they were directly helped by 
Divine aid. As, however, these very 
same men had only a few short years 
back been unsuccessful in storming ‘their 
native enemy's (Secocoeni’s), mountain 
stronghold and had absolutely refused 
to attempt to do it a second time, this 
statement of 150 men must be taken 
with a large grain of salt. Without in any 
way attempting to. belittle what in. any 
case was a splendidly executed military 
manceuvre, its success was due at, least as 
much to their own foresight and judgment 
as to any miraculous intervention. For 
the hill of Majuba has a somewhat over~ 
hanging brow, and men on the top, to shoot 
down, are forced to expose themselves 
against the sky-line. Now the Boers had 
accurately measured the exact height and 
distance of the various points of the hill, 
so that on the fatal moming, when Majuba 
was seen to be occupied by troops, the 
storming party that was sent out was 
covered by a perfect storm of bullets, so 
muuch so that it was next to impossible’ for 
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the British to attempt to shoot without 
being at once shot down by the entrenched 
Boers at the bottom. This is more or less 
proved by all the killed, and nearly all the 
wounded, having been hit on the head. So 
accurate ‘was the Boer shooting that an 
ofticer who was taken prisoner there has 
related that when the remnant of the 400 
were attempting to pull themselves together 
to meet the final rush, helmets were stuck 
up in different places to draw the Boer fre, 
but were almost immediately knocked to 
pieces. 

‘This victory of the Boers had very serious 
results, as immediately a very strong wave 
of feeling sprang up amongst the different 
nationalists of the colony and a raco war 
was feared to be imminent. Sir Evelyn 
Wood, a distinguished and most capable 
English General, was given the command 

f the troops, 10,000 men being instantl} 
sent to the Cape, and preparations made 
for the immediate despatch of another 
10,000, besides preparations for two Indian 
brigades to work under the direct com- 
mand of Sir Frederick Roberts. The idea, 
however, of a war on a large scale, with 
possibly the whole Dutch population, did not 
commend itself at. all to the Liberal Minis- 
try, as the enormous expenses which such a 
war would have entailed, would have given 
the annual Budget an unpleasant appear- 
ance. 
to the fact that any continuance of the war 
would be liable to create a feeling of 
*bloodguiltiness” against himself, and 
he insisted on the British General nego- 
tinting for peace, and insisted on this in 
the teeth of every Colonial Minister com- 
petent to advise, they being most strongly 
opposed to any peace until the Boers had 
first been shown that though they had 
beaten an English force in fair fight they 
had not beaten the British nation, a 
when thoy failed to obtain this, plewded

Nek was in Natal territory). This also was 
refused and General Wood was forced, very 
much against the grain, to open negotiations 
for peace, which were first begun by the 
Boers granting an armistice. On the arri- 
val of the Boor General (Joubert) in the 
English camp, among the very first ques- 
tions asked by’ him, was why Mr. Gladstone 
had not redeemed his political’ pledges at 
‘once, instead of causing all the unnecessary 
bloodshed and bitterness? ‘The armistice 
was followed by a provisional treaty which 
was afterwards ratified at Pretoria, ‘The 
terms were: 

1.—A complete amnesty to all, including 
leaders, oxcept persons who have committed 
acts contrary to rules of civilised war- 
fare. 

2.—A Commission to be appointed 
(nantes). 

.—Complete self-government undor 
British suzerainty, with British Resident 
at Pretoria, Provision to be made for 
protection of native interests. Arrange- 
iment of frontier affairs, and relations with 
foreign Powers by the Commission. 

4.—Complete self-government to be grant- 
ed within six months.

‘From these totals, however, it is neces- 
sary to make some deductions for articles 
which have been necessarily duplicated in 
the Stable. Among these is the iron ore 
used in making pig iron; a large part of 
the Jead used in making’ white lead ; the 
zine used in making zine oxide ; the coal in 
making coke; the antimony ore used in 
snaking the metal; the imanganese ore 
employed in making spiegeleisen, which is 
inchided in pig iron, and some other 
articles of the kind.

In this table the figures are limited 
strictly to domestic production. In. the 
eases of gold, silver, copper and lead the 
representation is an ‘altogether inadequate 
fone, for Inye quantities of those metals 
are obtained from foreign ores and base 
bullion smelted or refined here ; we hav 
therefore, added in a supplementary table 
Lelow a separate statement of this produc- 
tion, 

‘The totals given are, of course, of values 
only, as it would he impossible to pr 
a total of quantities made up of such 

products. In studying the table, however, 
it must be remembered that to make the 
comparison a fair one the quantities of the 
various articles produced should be con- 
sidered. ‘The year 1894 was one of e 
tremely low prices, and while in some 
directions the recovery has not been as 
as had been expected, in some im- 
portant lines—prineipally in iron and cop- 
per the level of pries in 1899, was much 
higher for n considerable portion of the 
year. The 1e8, therefore, will naturally 
show a greater increase than the quantit 

“We have given the production of the 
different articles in metric tons (or kilograms 
in the ease of precious metals), for the reason 
that the metric measures are those recog- 
nixed and used by almost all of the civilised 
world, and are rapidly gaining recognition 
in the few remaining countries which have 
not yeb fully adopted them. In our own 
country they are already legalised, with 
the prospect of their compulsory and 
exclusive use at an early date. How de- 
sirable such change will bé ean be best 
appreciated by those who have had occasion 
to collect or use statistics of this kind. 

‘The year 1894 was one of general de- 
pression, of decreased production and 
demand. In most of the leading articles 
of mineral production 1895 showed a 
notable revival, and while we cannot claim 
to have reached the full measure of pros- 
petity which we hoped for, the record 
for the past year is still a very encouraging 
one. In some eases the production for the 
year was the largest ever yet attained, and 
in others such gains were made as to show 
the possiblities of the future. 

Generally it may We said that in the 
precious metals gold showed a large increase, 
and silver a smaller decrease than had 
been expected. In the useful metals and 
minerals coal showed an enormous increase, 
amounting to 17 per cent, and the mater- 
ials of construction also gained largely in 
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amount, Qur production has been develop- | record 


ed on a few new lines, while showing no 
very important changes in direction during 
the year. x 

‘The figures given show that the United 

States last year took the first rank as a 
producer, not only of the precious metal 
Bat also’ of the most important of ‘useful 
metals, iron and copper, while in coal it is 
still second only to Great Britain, with the 
certainly that in a few years it will take first 
place. ‘That this degree of development 
has been reached in a comparatively short 
period makes it all the more extraordinary, 
even when we consider the wonderful 
resourees of the country. 

To sum up we may say that our mineral 
industries made a notable advance during 
1895, not only in the quantity of their 
production, but in the methods, and in 
many cases in the quality of the output. 
The figures given above show the very 
great importance of those industries to the 
prosperity of the country, and while the 
result for 1896 is a little doubtful we have 
every reason to believe that there will be 
at least no ground lost, and that this year 
will show a substantial gain over any 
previous one in our history. 

Aboninm.—The output of aluminum 
increased about 10 per cent, owing to 
improvement in the manufacturing. facil 
ties of the only active producer. The 
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use of this metal in the arts is 
slowly, though it is still limited by the high 
price. 

Copper.—The production of this metal in 
1895 amounted to 175,294 metric tons 
(386,453,850 pounds.) ‘Thus’ the output, 
which showed an actual increase in quantity 
even during the years of depression, again 
displayed a steady growth, and the increased 
demand at one time during the year forced 
prices up to the highest level known for 
several years. 

Gold.—There was a notable gain in the 
amount of gold obtained from our mines, 
which in 1895 reached » total of 70,470 
kilograms (2,265,612 ounces) fine metal, 
value $46,830,200, showing a gain over 
18% of 7,671 kilograms (246,381 ounces). 

















gold mining all over the world by the 
events of the past two years has not 
reached its maximum. Since there has 
been no general resumption of hydraulic 
mining in California the increased pro- 
duction of gold has been due to an exten- 
sion of the working of old mines ; to the 
opening of new mines, and to a continued 
improvement in methods of working and 
reduction of ore which now permits the 
profitable exploitation of mineral proper- 
ties too low in grade of their ores to pay 
under former wasteful or imperfect sys- 
tems. While the increase in the production 
of the yellow metal has been very generally 
distributed, the most notable gain has 
been made in Colorado, where it was due 
not only to the active working of the 
Cripple Creek mines, but to the steady 
gain reported from the older gold districts 
of the State. ‘The other Western States 
have also shown considerable gains : 
Montana and Idaho both recording large 
advances, while California also showed a 
large increase, and the development of the 
gold-fields of Utah proceeded quietly but 
on an important scale. In Arizona, owing 
to local circumstances, there was a de- 
crease in the gold output. In the Southern 
States, there has been little change: 
‘Lron.—The production of iron in 1895, as 
compared with the previous year, presents 
the most remarkable change in’ two con- 
secutive years in this country. Not only 
was there a sharp reaction from the 
depression of the previous year, but the 
output reached the highest level yet. at- 
tained. There was made in the United 
States last year 9,597,449 metric tons 
(9,446,308 long tons) of pig iron, an in- 
crease of 42 per cent. over 1894, when the 
total was 6,764,272 metric tons (6,657,388

This ad- 
vance once more puts the United States 
in the position of the leading iron-produc- 
ing nation of the world. 

Lead.—The production of lead from do- 
mestic ores in 1895 showed a decrease 
from the previous year. It amounted to 
142,298 metric tons (156,854 short tons), 
a decline of 2°5 per cent. 

Silver.—The silver production again 
showed a decrease ; in 1895 it amounted to 
1,441,087 kilograms (46,331,235 ounces) of 
fine metal, of the commercial value of 
$30,244,296, a decrease of 109,300 kilo- 
grams (3,515,640 ounces) from 1894; while 
the total was about 76 per cent. of the pro- 
duction of 1893. The quantity of silver 
actually refined and put upon the market 
by the various smelters and refiners in the 
United States was considerably greater 
than this, but we have carefully deducted 
all the metal produced by them from foreign 
ores and bullion, and the quantity given is 
only that of the metal obtained from do- 
mestic ores. The reduction in output, 
combined with other ciremnstances, has 
had the effect of raising the price of silver 
slightly, the average price or commercial 
value for the year being 65.3 cents per 
ounce, or about 2°3 cents per ounce greater 
than in 1894. We may note here the fact 
that in spite of the continued low price and 
the general decrease in output some of our 
larger mines have continued steadily at 
work with fairly profitable results, Ruch 
mines as the Ontario and the Daly in Utah 
have shown no disposition to abandon pro- 
duction, and the silver-lead mines of Idaho 
have diminished their output rather on 
account of other circumstances than because 
of the price of the white metal. 

Petrolenm and Natural Gas.—The 
petroleum and natural gas industries show 
mut little change. While our petroleum 
production is not diminishing, and while 
the consumption steadily increases here, 
the exports are slowly decreasing owing to 
the increased competition of Russian oil 
in the Eastern markets, which were formerly 
supplied entirely from this country; and 
in Europe not only to the use of the Russian

STATEMENT OF THE BIMETALLIC 
LEAGUE ON THE RESOLUTION 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE OF 
COMMONS, lita MARCH, 1896, 











The Bimetallic League desires to call 
attention to the significance of the Resolu- 
tion of the 17th of March, viz. 


“This House is of opinion that the 
instability of the relative value of Gold 
and Silver since the action of the Latin 
Union in 1873 has proved injurious to the 
best interests*of this country, and urges 
upon the Government the advisability of 
doing all in their power to secure by Inter- 
national Agreement a stable Monetary Par 
of Exchange between Gold aad Silver.” 
This resolution, unanimously adopted 
by the House of Commons without amend- 
ment or division, marks a distinct advance 
of public opinion in support of Bimetallism. 
Itis a declaration in favour of an inter- 
national bimetallic agreement. 

IE (as the House of Commons has decided) 
the action of the Latin Union in suspen- 
ding the bimetallic system in force up to 
1873 “has proved injurious to the best: 
interests of this country,” and if (as it has 
further affirmed) it be advisable “to secnre 
by international agreement a stable mone- 
tary par of exchange between gold and 
silver,” then nothing less than a new bime- 
tallic agreement can remedy the injuries so 
inflicted, or restore the stable monetary 











par of exchange which bimetallism secured. 
to the world.

During the past year the Gold Standard 
Defence Association has been circulating 
statements asserting :— 

(1) That the system known as ‘* Bimetal- 
lism,” which was in operation in the Latin 
Union, did not maintain « parity between 
gold and silver. 

(2) That the fall in the gold price of 
silver has not been due to tlie action of the 
Latin Union in 1873. 

(3) That the monetary changes since 1873 
have not been injurious to British interests. 

(4) That nothing has occurred to call for 
action on the part of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment to promote an_ international 
agreement amongst the Great Powers, 
with a view to securing a stable monetary 
par of exchange between gold and silver. 

All these “assertions are practically 
traversed and repudiated in the resolution 
which the House of Commons has adopted. 

‘Moreover, the attempt of the monome- 
tallists to bind the Government, by « 
specific resolution of the House, at no time 
and in no wy to commit this country to 
any International engagement which might 
endanger the. maintenance of the gold 
standard in’ the . United Kingdom; ‘was 
abandoned by its authors, 

International Bimetallism therefore still 
holds the field, 

‘The question whether this country should 
or should not ultimately adopt bimetallism 
within the United Kingdom is left by the 
resolution a matter for later consideration. 

‘The declaration of the Government does 
not preclude the eventual adoption of bi- 
metallism by this count the position 
of the Government, as defined by the First 
Lord of the Treasury and by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, is, that under present 
circumstances, they do not feel ‘justified 
in proposing or accepting a departure from 
the gold standard. of the United King- 
dom.” The nation, through its represent- 
atives in the House of Commons, has 
formally decided that international bi- 
metallism is necessary in its best interests, 
and has urged the Government to promote 
that end by every means in their power. 
If this end cannot be accomplished without 
the full co-operation of England, England 
must co-operate fully or. else neglect her 
best interests. 

One of the most striking points brought 
out in the debate was the anomalous con- 
dition of the monetary system within the 
British Empire, This was specially em- 
phasised by Mr. Balfour, the First Lord of 
the Treasury, in the following words :— 
“The Chancellor of the Exchequer recalled. 
to the memory of the House the ludicrous 
fact that at the present moment, within the 
limits of this. Empire, ‘men's’ debts are 
measured by three different standards. 
‘They suffer alteration by three different 
sets of causes ; they are subject to influences 
arising from three different quarters... We 
have a gold standard in this country. We 
have a silver standard in the Straits Settle- 
ments. In India there is a standard based 
neither on gold nor silver,—a standard vary- 
ing from day to day at the will of the Indian 
Executive and the discretion of the Indian 
Finance Minister. Nothing shall 
pursuade me that it is in conformity. with 
civilisation and common sense that the 
commercial world: should long tolerate so 
inconvenient, cruel, and absurd a system.” 

It has nevor. beon seriously suggested, 
even by monometallists, that any remedy 
other than international bimetallism would 
remove this reproach from our monetary 
system. . 

‘The result .of the debate may be briefly 
summarised thus. The House of Commons 
holds that an international. bimetallic 
agreement would give the world a stable 
monetary par of exchange, and therefore be 
of benefit to the best interests of the Empire. 
‘The Government, while approving of this 
view, say that at present they. are not 
prepared: to make such a modification in 
our monetary system as would be involved 











in this country becoming a party to the 
agreement in the same form as other 
Powers. They are unwilling to ignore alto- 
gether the opinions of a small but influen- 
tial section of bankers and others in the 
City of London who are opposed to this 
course. The Government are, however, 
desirous that this Empire shall take a 


real and immediate part in an agreement | j 


with the other Great Powers, and, with 
this object, they offer to reopen and to 
Keep open the Indian mints and to make 
other provisions in order to secure the full 
recognition of silver as standard money. 

‘The Bimetallic League remains convinced 
that the United Kingdom ought to join 
without reserve in any international agree- 
ment which may be formed. The pre- 
judices of class, however influential or 
select, must ultimately give way to. reform 
which will promote the best interests of 
the Empire as a whole, and our productive 
industries, upou which the great mass of 
the people depend, must, sooner or later, 
become the first care of the Government. 
Meanwhile, the object lesson which would 
be afforded by the effective establishment 
of bimetallism throughout the world, would 
be the best means of removing the ignorance 
and prejudice which now prevent our 
full co-operation. ‘The League shares the 
opinion confidently expressed in the debate 
by Mr. Balfour, that the time will come 
when bimetallism ‘will be accepted not 
merely by all the great commercial nations 
outside England, and not only by the great 
manufacturing classes of Lancashire and the 
vast majority of the representatives of 
British agriculture, but also by the great 
body of opinion within this commercial 
contre of the Empire, 

It is our productive industries and our 
vast trade which have given the Empire 
its commercial supremacy and made 
London the monetary centre of the world. 
As it is now-recognised that a stable and 
uniform standard of value is essential 
to the maintenance of this paramount 

ition, the Bimetallic League urges-all 
imetallists to redouble their efforts in the 

work of education. Great Britain 
javing now approved the principle of 
international bimetallism as necessary. to 
the prosperity of her commerce, the time 
cannot be far distant when she will recog- 
nise that her only true position is in the 
van of this movement—a position worthy 
of her Imperial interests, and consonant 
with her high traditions.

As ori- 
ginally framed, Mr. Whiteley's motion 
asked the House to declare “that the 
establishment of international bimetallism 
would be beneficial to the best in- 

i but the resola- 
ticn actually submitred was one déprecat- 
ing the instability of the relative value of 
gold and silver, and urging the Govern- 
ment to do all in their power to secure by 
inrernational agreement a stable monetary 
parof exchange between the two metals, Of 
couse, the contention of the bimetalli 
that only by a system of international bime- 
tallism can such stability be attained, But 
invariably when it comes to putting for- 
ward this contention in the Hlouse of Com- 
mons they show themselves lacking in the 
courage of their convictions, and by taking 
refuge in vague ambiguous phrases, seek to 
evade the only issué which, according to 
thera, is worth raising. We hid hoped 
that on this occasion they would have been 
compelled to stand to their guns, and still 
think it would have been better had Mr, 
Maclean moved and challenged a division 
on his amendment, to the effect that this 
country should not be committed to any 
international engagements which might 
endanger the maintenance of the single 
gold standard. ‘The main purpose of this 
amendment, however, was abundantly sorv- 
ed by the admirable speech of the Chancel- 
lor of theExchequer. ‘The lateGovernmemt 
had emphatically pronounced against any 
departure from the single gold standard, but 
the present Government numbers amongst. 
its members some very ardent bimetallists, 
and on the Continent especially it was 
thought possible that their influence might 
be sufficient to bring sbout a change of 
policy. Under this idea pressure has been 
put upon various continental Governments 
to induce them to take action for the cor 
vening of another international Monetary 
Conference. Evidently, therefore, it was 
desirable that the attitude of this country 
ghould again be clearly defined, and it was 
inainly with that end in view that Mr. Mac- 
Jean's amendment was put upon the paper, 
And although the amendment was not 
moved, that purpose has been fully at: 
tained, for nothing could be more clear and 
explicit than Sir’ Michael Hicks-Beach’s 
statment as to the policy of the Govern- 
ment. In a singularly able and vigorous 
speech, he traversed the arguments of the 
bimetallists, and having shown how greatly 
they exaguerate the effects of the change 
in the relative value of gold and silver, 
and how mistaken is their diagnosis 
of the causes of the fall in the prices of 
commodities, he proceeded thus :—‘ What 
is the policy which as a Government we 
intend to pursue? As I have said, we 
are willing, we are anxious, seeing’ that 
there are evils in the present low value of 
silver, and in the fluctuations in the value 
of the two metals, to enter into a confer- 
ence, or into negotiations, which certainly 
I believe at the presont’ stage would be 
much better than a conference, with other 
countries upon this subject, but we are not 
prepared to abandon the gold standard in 
the United Kingdom. I have expressed, 
I think, very frankly my own opinions 
on this important subject to the House, 
but it is very well known that there aro 
some of my colleagues who do not agree in 
these opinions, and who, like my right 
hon. friend the First Lord of the Treasury, 
are confirmed and pronounced bimetallists. 
But we all agree’in this, that we should 
not be justified in proposing or accepting a 
departire from the gold standard of the 
United Kingdom,” 
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In fairness, it shonld be added that 
subsequently ‘Mr. Balfour took a slight 
objection to the terms of this declaration. 
“Tadmit,” he said, “that while my right 
hon. friend the Chancellor of the Exche- 

wer has perfectly accurately represented 
the policy of the Government, if it had 
fallen to my lot as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to carry out the same duty 
there might perhaps be a slightly 
different colouring put upon his expres- 
sion of opinion. ‘The difference be- 
tween us is this, that while my right 
hon, friend rather triumphs in the opinion 
which is so largely held in the City of 
Loudon amongst the banking classes in 
regard to our present system of currency, 
I regret that this opinion should exist.” 
But the very fact that notwithstanding hi 
‘own strong predilections, Mr. Balfour is 
compelled to admit that this couutry ix 
firm in its adhesion to the single gold 
standard only makes the discomfiture of 
the bimetallists the more pronounced. 

After this unequivocal declaration by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer any hopes 
which the bimetallists m+y have enter- 
tained as to the convening of another inter- 
national conference must be abandoi 
It is idle to imagine that other nations 
will agree to any scheme of international 
bimetallivm from which we hold aloof. As 
to that the Brussels conference of 1892 was 
decisive. But it will be observed that Sir 
M. Hicks-Beach spoke of possible negotia- 
tions between the Powers, and we believe 
that suggestions for the more extended 
use of silver for currency purposes have 
been submitted to our own and other 
Gorernments, These seem to follox pretty 
much the lines of the scheme which Mr. 
Alfred de Rothschild presented to the 1892 
conference, and which then failed to meet 
with acceptance. Under it the various 
Governments were to undertake each to 
‘buy and coin a certain amount of silver 
each year, but the plan met with such 

eneral opposition that it was withdrawn. 
tt may, of course, be that the proposal 
now being made ate less open to abjecrion, 
and at any rate it will be tie enough 
to criticise them if and when they are 
definitely formulated. ‘This much, how- 
ever, may be said, that if it is thought 
that! an offer on’ our part to reopen 
the Indian mints to the free coinage of 
silver will induce other nations to go 
further in the direction of increasing their 
use of silver than they were inclined to do 
in 1602, that is pretty certain to prove a 
delusion. Mr. Balfour lnid very great stress 
indeed upon the importance of such an offer. 
Te would seem almost as if in his opinion it 
‘would more then compensate for our refusal 
to ave snything to do with the double 
standard, “We ean go to foreign nations,” 
he said, ‘and tell them ‘that, though you 
can hardly ask us to make this great change 
in our habits, we will do for you as much 
‘as you can do for yourselves ; we will make 
this great contribution to a bimetallic 
system—we will go back upon the delibe- 
yately arranged method of providing a cur- 
rency for India ; we will reopen the Indian 
mints,'we will engage that they shall keep 
open,” and. we shall therefore provide for 
a free coinage of silver within the limits of 
the British Empire for a population greater 
in number than the populations of Ger- 
many, France, and America put together. 
Ido not think that will be regarded by 
foreign nations as a slight contribution to 
n great problem. I think, on the contrary, 
they will feel that in carrying out that 
great alteration, and smaller changes which 
have been accepted dy previous Administra- 
tions, and will be accepted by this 
Administration, we shall be contributing 
‘our share towards that great object, which, 
if foreign nations are willing, can, I be- 
lieve, be carried into effect.” Now, ia 
regard to this statement, the question at 
at once arises whether we are justified 
in again completely upsetting the cur- 
rency arrangements of india in order to 















































secure advantages for ourselves. That, 
however, need not be discussed at present 
‘What we wish now to point out is that Mr 
Balfour appears either not to have known, 
orto have forgotten thattheconcession offre 
and unlimited coinage by the Indian mints, 
which he thinks will so strongly iufluence 
the minds of foreign Governments, has 
morethanonce been offered tothem already, 
and been more than once rejected by them 
asa wholly inadequate quid pro quo. What 
reason is there then for believing that 
France for instance, will accept it now? 
‘The delegates of the Latin Union at the 
Brussels Conference expressly stated that 
they could not recommend their Govern- 
ments to accept it, and there has been no 
change since in the monetary condition of 
those countries which would justify the 
belief that that they are more ready now 
to close with the offer than they then 
were.—Eeonomist. 
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H.B.M.’s SUPREME COURT. 


Is Apwmanry, 
Shanghai, 26th May. 
Before Sir N. J. Hawsex, Chief Justice, and 
Captain Lexpox, master of the P. «& 0. 
str. Mirzapore, Nautical Assessor

Judgment was delivered in this case, 
which was an action by the owners of the 
Norwegian. steamer Normandie against the 
owners of the British steamer Pekin arising 
out of the collision in the Whangpoo River, 
on the morning of the 3rd of April Inst, 
Mr. J. C. Hanson (Messrs. Dowdall and 
Hanson) appeared for the plaintifis, and 
Mr. W. A. C. Platt (Messrs. Johnson, 
Stokes, and Master) for the defendants. 

His Lordship said—In this case the 
plaintiffs are Norwegian subjects and are 
the owners of the Normandie, a screw 
steamship of 628 tons register. The de- 
fendants are British subjects and are the 
owners of the Pekin, a paddle-wheel steam. 
ship of about 2,232 tons register. 

Shortly after 5 a.m. on the 3rd of April, 
1896, the Normandie left her moorings in 
Section No. 2 opposite to the French Bund 
and proceeded down the River Whangpoo. 
‘The day was breaking and the weather was 
clear and calm, the tide was about threo- 
quarters flood. 

‘When the Normandie was nearly abreast 
of the Pekin Road and was preparing to 
round Pootung Point, a steamship, which 
afterwards proved to be the Pelsin was 
observed at a distance of about three- 
quarters of a mile coming up stream in the 
middle of the river. In these circumstances 
the master of the Normandie ordered the 
helm of the Normandie to be starboarded 
with a view to taking the inner or Shang- 
hai channel. At the same time two blasts 
of the Normandie’s whistle were blown as a 
signal to the Pein, Those on board the 
Pekin simultaneously blew one blast of her 
whistle. Thereupon the master of the 
Normandie immediately ordered her helm 
to be put hard-a-port and her engines full 
speed ahead, but for some reason the 
Normandie would not answer the rt 
inclm, and a few minutes later the port bow 
of the Pekin came into collision with the 
stem of the Normandie and both ships 
sustained considerable e. After the 
collision the Normandie led _to the 
Old Dock and the Pekin was beached 
to save her from sinking. 

When the ships were about 300 feet 
apart the Pekin reversed, having already 
stopped, and we are of opinion that at the 
time of the collision she must have been 
brought toa stand, 








Tam of opinion, ahd the Assessor agrees 
with me, that the Normandie is entirely to 
blame for the collision which occurred. She 
did not keep to her proper side of the 
channel, she did not stop and reverse in 
time, and she did not, as the Assessor 
thinks she might have done, reverse and 
drop an anchor. 

‘The Pein in coming up the river chose 
the Pootung channel, and it is admitted 
that she had a right to do this. She came 
along the side of that channel which lay on 
her starboard side when she arrived at. the 
point (the Old Dock buoy) where the two 
channels become one, she did what we con- 
sider she was right ‘in doing, she ported 
her helm slightly to bring herself to the 
starboard side of the new channel she 
was entering. It was argued by Mr. 
Hanson that in doing this she contravened 
article 21 inasmuch as she did not keep 
her course. 

Tam particularly anxious that the plain 
Rule of the Road that a ship shall keep 
to that side of the fairway which lies 
on her starboard side should not be 
overlaid with decisions which only con- 
fuse shipmasters in the difficult navigation 
of this river, and I think that if I gave 
weight to this contention I should be 
introducing an element of uncertainty 
which would make this river even more 
dangerous to navigate than it is now. 
‘The answer to Mr. Hanson's point. seem 
to me to be this, when the Court speaks 
of the course of a ship they are usually 
referring to the course of a ship at sea, 

‘This is almost always a straight line, but 
in a winding river it may be and often is, 
anything buta straight line. Here the 
course of the Pelin after she passed the 
Old Dock buoy was not a straight line but 
one slightly curving to starboard first and 
gradually “coming ‘round to port. This 
course she followed and there is no ground 
for saying that in any. proper sense of tho 
phrase she caused the collision. The caso 
Of the Corsica (IX Wallace, 630) is quite 
distinguishable. ‘The Qorsica was there held 
to blame for change of her course, no doubt, 
but Her proper course was a straight lino, 
and she undoubtly went out of that course 
and ran into the other vessel. Moreover, 
she did this as stated in the judgment, 
“just before the collision.” 

‘But the Pekin's course was not a straight 
line after passing the Old Dock buoy 
and she took her proper course at once on 
ssing it, and intimated by her whistle, 
which the Normandie heard and understood 
thatshe was doing so. When she (the Pekin) 
did this there is evidence to show, and 
the Assessor advises me that it would 
have been quite possible for, the Nor. 
mandie to keep ‘to the starboard side 
of the channel. If she was unable to do 
so it certainly was not the fault of the 
Padzin. The Normandie's duty was tokeep 
to that side, and we do not think that the 
evidence showed any justification for not 
doing so. 

‘The spot where the collision took place 
is not in dispute, and it is impossible to 
look at it and not see that the Normandie 
was improperly navigated to bring her 
there. 

I find that before the collision the 
Pézin was not proceeding at an improper 
rate of speed and that she took all. the 
measures she could, by stopping and re- 
tersing her engines, to avoid the collision, 

T find that she did not disobey Articles 
18, 22 and 24 or any of the Regulations for 
Preventing Collisions at Sea. 

On the other hand I find that the Nor- 
mandie improperly neglected to her 
right side of the channel, to take measures to 
avoid a collision, to slacken speed, stop and 
reverse in due time, and disobeyed Articles 
16, 18, 21 and 24 of the Regulations for 
Preventing Collisions at Sea ; and I declare 
that the plaintiffs are liable for all damages 
nd losses occasioned to the defendants by 
reason of the said collision and for the 
costs of this action, 
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A CLEAN CUT INDIVIDUAL OPINION,
